Washington, January 25.—The board of ar-

At just 10 o’cloek Golonel Davis, the judge 
advocate, called the roll of the court, all 
of the members responding to their names. 
As he concluded, General Eagan appeared 
with his counsel, A..S. Worthington, for- 
merly United @tAtes district attorney for 
the District of Columbia.

The judge advocate then arose and said 
that the case in hand was a peculiar one, 
but presented no unusual difficulties. The 
accused had seen fit to add to his plea of 
not guilty some words tending to qualify, 
but he did not think the plea relieved the 
court from the necessity of proving the 
facts alleged. 

Judge Worthington responded briefly and 
explained that the qualifying words had 
heen used upon his recommendation. The 
epecifications, he said, did the accused a 
great injustice in that it selected particu- 
lar expressions without instances, the speci- 
fications quoted being in the middle of a 
sentence. 

General Eagan’s Defense. 

Continuing, Mr. Worthington said that he 
desired to state briefly to the court’ the 
substance of General Eagan’s defense. 
Whatever, said he, the court may think 
of the propriety of the language used by 
Avenera gan before the war investigating 
commission, there was no doubt in his 
(Worthington’s) mind that he was fully pro- 
tected in using that language by the laws 

f the land. In addition to this, the presi- 

nt of the United States had instructed 

e war investigating commission to an- 
neunce publicly that witnesses before that 
tribunal would be given immunity for what- 
ever they might testify to. This was a 
solemn promise given by the president of 
the United States, and counsel had no doubt 
the court would find that General Magan 
could not, under these circumstances, be

Was a Natural Outburst.

SHERMAN OPPOSES EXPANSION. 


%Z-SECRETARY OF STATE GIVES 
AN INTERVIEW ON SUBJECT. 


Declares; That. To .Govern Filipinos 
‘Without Their Consent Would, Be 
in Violation of Traditions. - 


New York, January %.—The Evening 
World today prints an interview with John 
Sherman, in which the latter forcibly ex- 
“presses himself against expansion. The ex- 
secretary of state is quoted as saying, in 
part: : ; 

“I am decidedly opposed to the invasion 
of the Philippines. The idea of our coun- 
try forcing ite way in jthese islands and 
forcing its government upon the 7,000,000 or 
9,000,000 population is monstrous. It is sub- 
versive of the basic principle of our govern- 
ment that whe just powers of government 


erned, and it is in violation of the tradi- 
tions of our country.”’ 

“Then, if you were in the senate you 
would not vote to ratify the treaty of 
Paris as it stands?” 

“If I‘were in the senate I would not vote 
to ratify it as it stands. I would’ vote to 
withdraw from the islands as soon as pos- 
sible. 

“The papers-say that 4,000 soldiers have 
been sent to Manila. Why were they sent? 
Are we going to war against a struggling 
republic? They thave been fighting for 
many years against Spain and have prac- 
tically driven Spain out. Are we to take 
the place of Spain in tyrranizing over 
these struggling people?’

VOLCANO COLIMA IS ACTIVE. 


Followed After Earthquake—No One 
Injured Yet. 

Mexico City, January 25.—A dispatch 
from Colima states that the volcano of 
that name is in full activity.

INSURRECTION IS SPREADING. 


Native Regiment in Sulu Islands Joins 
Aguinaldo’s Service. 

Madrid, January 2.—An official dispatch 
from the Sulu islands, of the Philippine 
group, declares that all is well there, and 
that the Spanish occupation continues. 

Dispatches received by newspapers here 
assert that the insurrection of the Filipinos. 
is spreading considerably. A native regi- 
ment which was disbanded by the Spanish, 
it is alleged, enlisted as a body in the ser- 
vice of Aguinaldo, 

According to figures published here, 80,000 
Spanisia soldiers perished, chiefly from 
sickness, during the late campaign in Cuba.

THE SCENE WAS AN UNUSUAL ONE 


Hull Bill Was Under Discussion, but 
Was Completely Swallowed Up 
in the Broader Question of 
Future Policy of United 
States. 


Washington,January 25—Not since the stir- 
ring days before the declaration of war last 
spring has the house witnessed such an exX- 
hibition of excitement and such scenes of 
unbounded enthusiasm as occurred today 
when the two republicans, Mr. Johnson, the 
Indiana member, and Mr. Dolliver, of Iowa, 
locked thorns on the question of expansion. 

The army bill, which was under debate, 
was swallowed up in the broader question 
of our future national policy and the debate 
was lifted from the dead level of mediocity 
into absolute brilliancy. Mr. Johnson se- 
cured time from the democratic side to at- 
tack the position of the administration. It 
was not the first time he has broken away 
from his party on public questions. On past 
occasions he has won a reputation us a 
master of invective and the knowledge that 
he was to speak had attracted an enormous 


crowd to the galleries. Today he added to 


his reputation. With satire, irony and wit, 
the keen thrusts of his logic were driven 
home. His words flowed from him in a per- 
fect torrent. 

He denounced the proposition to annex 
the Philippines as subversive of every tra- 
dition dear to the American heart in the 
past’ and the inauguration of a policy that 
would end in the downfall of the republic. 
He said the ratification of the treaty by 
the senate would sound the death kneH of 
alj the efforts of those who were trying to 
prevent the country from rushing on to 
suicide and declared if he were a senator 
he would rot in his seat before it should be 
ratified. 

He denounced the president as the slavish 
follower of public opinion, but warned him 
that the tide would recede and the voice 
of the people would in time rebuke him. 
Members stood in the aisies ten deep while 
he was speaking, but he tried to stop the 
applause which continually broke out from 
vhe demucratic side. For almost two hours 


his words poured forth. When hé had fin- | 
ished, Mr. Dolliver came to the defense of | 


the president. 

One of the ablest debaters and perhaps 
the most eloquent member of the house, his 
reply set the republicans wild with enthu- 
siasm. He described how the president had

Why did 
not Senator Davis, who was in charge of 
the treaty in the senate, agree to allow the 
passage of a resolution disavowing the gov- 
ernment’s purpose to hold the islands per- 
manently? These were patent facts which 
could not be dodged. They must be faced 
squarely. Everything pointed fn one direc- 
tion—the purpose to arinex the Philippines. 

Continuing, he drew a parallel between 
our revolutionary struggle and the struggle 
the Filipinos made for independence. He 
argued tnat today they had a stable govern-: 
ment, republican in form, a president, a 
vice president and congress, the whole 
founded upon the free consent of the gov- 
erned. To attempt to subvert that govern- 
ment, he charged, would be an ‘“‘unspeaka- 
ble crime that ‘should bring the blush of 
shame to the cheek Of every free born 
American.”’

While 
the president would undoubtedly ask for 
his resignation if he thought there were 
cause for it, there is no Hkelihood under 
the circumstances of matters assuming 
this shape.

SCOTT WINS IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


IONG DEADIOCEK WAS ENDED ON 
FIRST JOINT BALLOT. 


Deciding Vote Cast by Hunt, Who Had 
Nominated Blizzard—Election

Charleston, W. Va., January 25.—After a 
contest of over two weeks, Internal Reve- 
nue Commissioner Nathan B. Scott was 
this afternoon elected United States senator 
from West Virginia, to succeed Charles J. 
Faulkner, Many predicted that there would 
be a deadlock for weeks, Lut a decisive re- 
sult was reached on the first joint ballot.

As the ballot stood when the last name 
was called Scott had only (forty-seven 
votes and the deadlock which had been ex- 
pected seemed assured, but before the pres- 
ident of the senate started to announce the 
result, Delegate Hunt arose and was reccs- 
nized by the president.

The Agreement Was Reached at Exccu- 


tive Session Yesterday. 


WAS ENTIRELY UNANIMOUS 


Senate Will Hold Two Sessions Each 
Day Until Then. 


THE PRESIDENT WANTS AN EARLY VOTE 


It Is Understood He Believes There Is 
Nothing To Be Lost and Much 
To Gain by Early Vote.

Washington, January 25.—The senate held 
two executive sessions today and at each 
the peace treaty was the subject under dis- 
cussion, At the first an agreement was 
reached to vote on the treaty next Monday 
week, and at the second Senator Davis pre- 
sented the American commissioners’ rea- 
sons for the acceptance of the treaty in the 
form in which it was finally concluded. The 
agreement for a vote was reached at an ex- 
ecutive session held soon after convening at 
noon, this agreement betng in the following 
language: 


“Mhat the senate agrees t6 vote on the 


treaty with Spain and all amendments on 
Monday, the 6th of February, at 3 o'clock 
p..m., and that until that time the senate 
will go into executive session on each day 


at 2 p. m.”’ 

This was a unanimous agreement, the 
terms of which were formulated by Senator 
Davis, in reply to yesterday’s proposition 
by the opposition and as a result of to- 
day’s meeting of the senate committee on 
foreign relations. 

The agreement in the committee to accept 
the proposition was unanimous and it is un- 
derstood that Senator Davis informed his 
fellow committeemen it was the wish of the 
president that the proposition for a vote 
should be accepted and a vote taken as 
soon as possible. Those who are familiar 
with the views of the president say that 
he has urged an early vote, upon the 
ground that nothing Is to be lost and every- 
thing is to be gained by taking the vote. 
The final action, he is confident, will be 
favorable when reached. 

The senate consumed forty-five minutes 
in arriving at a decision to vote on the 
peace treaty. 

As soon as the doors were closed and the 
public excluded, Senator Davis, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations, took 
the floor and announced that he was au- 
thorized by the committee to accept the 
proposition made in executive session by 
Senator Gorman yesterday to vote on the 
treaty within ten days. He therefore ask- 
ed for unanimous consent that the vote 
should be taken at 3 o’clock on Monday, 
February 6th, saying that exactly ten leg- 
islative days would intervene between this 
time and that. He intimated that if there 
were any objections to this date he would 
like to hear them, but none were heard and 
the day and hour. were unanimously 
agreed to. 

The remainder of the -forty-five minutes 
were spent in an exchange of questions and 
answers, which are unusally heard in ef- 
forts to fix a time for a vote and in mak- 
ing sure that all understand the fact. 
There was also an agreement that the sen- 
ate should go into executive session each 
day between this time and February 6th, 
for the discussion of the treaty. Authority 
was also given for making the announce- 
ment of the agreement public. 

The opposing senators made no objection 
to the date, neither suggesting an earlier 
or a later one. 

In accordance with the terms of: the 
agreement, the senate resumed its work in 
executive session at 2 o’clock and the en- 
tire time of this session was consumed by 
Senator Davis in making a presentation of 
the history of the Paris conference. This 
presentation consisted largely in the quo- 
tation of the various propositions made on 
each side of the controversy at Paris, and 
while the speech was thus rendered some- 
what formal, it received the closest and 
most careful attention. 

Praises Spanish Commissioners. 

Speaking outside of the published record, 
sewed Davis took occasion to eulogize the 
panish commissioners in high terms as 
men of exceptional shrewdness and ability, 
saying the Americans had found them arm- 
ed at all points, zealous of Spain’s honor 
and interest and prepared at ali times to 
defend her cause as long as thcre was any- 
thing to defend. He said the Americans of 
the commission had been in constant com- 
munication with the president while nego- 


tiating the convention, that he was made 


acquainted with all the commission’s move- 
ments and while he admitted that there had 
been apparently some division of opinion 
among publicists in the United States as 
to the policy including the Philippines in 
the agreement, there had been practically 
no other honorable way out of the diffi- 
culty. | 

As for himself, Mr. Davis was. willing 
from the start to extend our borders so as 
to include these islands, because the believed 
their acquisition a most jmportant stride in 
the advancement of the American nation 
commercially and otherwise. He, with oth- 
ers, was looking forward to the prospective 
partition of the vest Chinese empire among 
the European nations and he foresaw that 
if the United States did not secure a footing 
in the orient, such as they now have an 
opportunity to secure through the terms of 
the treaty, they would Le most effectually 
and forever shut out from this market. 

In reply to a question from Senator Hoar, 
Mr. Davis said there had been no effort to 
put the Filipinos on the same footing with 
the Cubans in formulating the treaty. He 
said the two countries were very differently 
situated and instanced the demonstration in 
Manila harbor as an exampie of what might 
occur in a Jand so distant. ? 

Mr, Davis urged the importance of favor- 
able action upon the treaty at the present 
session of congress. A failure to ratify 
meant, he argued, continued uncertainty, 
renewed encouragement to the insurgent 
Filipinos, possible conflict with them and a 
prolongation of the state of war, with 
much of its expense, if not with its hor- 


rors. : 
The Open Session. 

Senator Davis, from the committee on 
foreign relations, offered an amendment to 
the sundry civil bill appropriating $20,000,000 
to pay Spain according to the terms of the 
treaty. The amendment has the indorse- 
ment of the committee on foreign relations. 

At the beginning of the day’s session of 
the senate, Mr. Hale, chairman of the com- 
mittee on naval affairs, reported the naval 
personnel bill and gave notice that at the 
earliest time possible he would call it up 
for consideration.

Lewis and Grosvenor.

It is fair to say, however, that this is 
not the only good thing which the con- 
gressman from Washington ‘has done’ sirice 
he came to the national capital, for, er- 
ratic though he may beat times, he is 
able and brilliant and as a talker might 
be set down as the original and foremost 


inhabitant of Talkersville. 
“Grosvenst is a mark at which democrats 


loye to hit, but there are very few of them 
who have ever been able to get under the 
cuticle of the man from Ohio. He is the bit- 
terest of partisans and can say about 
as mean things of his political opponents 
as any man in public life. But Lewis gave 
him an oratorical spanking such as few 
men thave ever received in the halls of con- 
gress. The gentleman from Washington was 
in a particularly happy mood and every 
blow told. His speech was entirely infor- 
mal and of the moment, but it was as clean- 
cut and artistic a bit of satire as The Con- 
gressional Record has been allowed to hold. 
Everybody enjoyed it—not only the demo- 
crats, but many republicans who are wont 
to resent Grosvenor’s constant attitude of 
being the special God-given representative 
of the administration. 

No other piece of oratory has been so 
thoroughly enjoyed in years as the tongue 
lashing which Lewis gave to Grosvenor. 
It would spoil it to attempt any sncpsis 
or even to give extracts here and there, 
for the speech was so perfectly rounded, so 
artistic in every detail thet no synopsis and 
no condensation can do it justice. 

Colonel Lewis will not be in the next 
congress, but it'is a pretty safe bet that 
he is not through with public life. He is 
a remarkably strong campaigner, as the 
results of the last fight out there show. 
Think of a man running and carrying forty- 
one of the forty-two counties in the state 
and yet being defeated. This was the 
unique’ experience of James Hamilton Lew- 
is. He ran about 7,000 votes ahead of his 
ticket and that despite the fact that the 
republican fight was centered upon him 
and that the full force of the administration 
was used to help his opponents. You can’t 
keep a man like that down. He is a Geor- 
gian, and, of course, that accounts for it. 

Canal Bill and Extra Session. 

The passage by the senate of the Morgan 
Nicaragua Canal bill does not necessarily 
mean that the dill as passed will become 
the final law on the subject, although it 


is finally agreed to by both houses. A num- 
ber of senators supported the measure as 
reported by the senate committee on the 
theory that the best thing to do was to get 
the bill on over to the house and trust to 
conference to perfect the details. 

The house committee is all at sea as to 
what it will recommend. Many members 
of that committee feel that the testimony 
of the Eyre-Cragin and the Maritime peo- 
ple have demonstrated that neither has 
anything very substantial, and that to take 
control of the Maritime company as con- 
templated ty the Morgan bill would mean 
the needess expenditure of about five mill- 
ion dollars, which is approximately the sum 
these people expect to receive for their con- 
cession and their property. These congress- 
men do not, therefore, Know exactly what 
to do. If the house committee reports a bill 
at this session it will pass, but most people 
here who have watched the trend of opinion 
as developed in the committee, are inclined 
to doubt that there will be any report. 

If there is not, the chances are doubly 
strong for an extra session of the new con- 
gress. The president is anxious that this 
bill should be passed. He is a firm believer 
in the canal and is one of those who thinks 
that the time for definite action has come. 
He has said that ff the bill did not pass at 
this session he would probably call an 
extra session, but he will hardly do this

Washirgton, January 2%.--(Special.)—The 
effort of the Alabama republicans who are 
supporting Captain Shelby to charge Judge 
Pardee up to Georgia—on the ground that, 
as they put it, he intends moving his resi- 
dence to Atlanta—has been the feature of 
the judgeship contest today. This is based 
on the judge’s purchase of a house in At- 
lanta for a, summes home, in which, as he 
hag always explained to his friends, he in- 
tended to spend a month or two of each 
year on his way from his New Orleans 
home to his farm in Ohio, where he gves 
every summer. 

The Alabama crowd has made these rep- 
resentations and it has been necessary on 
the part of all the Georgia candidates to 
show the president the facts in the case. 

Georgians Call on President. 

The Georgia senators went to the white 
house this morning and hada talk with 
President McKinley over the situation. 
While they were there they introduced 
Judge Tompkins and spoke very highly of 
his ability and attainments. As stated in 
these dispatches last night, the senators 
have, however, come to the conclusion that 
the only Georgian who stands a chance for 
the place is Colonel Glenn. The fact is, 
the Alabama republicans, headed by Colo- 
nel Youngblood,’ have done some very ex- 
cellent and very valuable work for Cap- 
tain Shelby, and it looks as if he were 
the man whom the winner will have tu 
beat. The Alabama senators and repre- 
sentatives seem, however, to think that 
there is a chance for Judge McClellan, 
chief justice of the supreme court, and to- 
day the house delegation held a conference 
and decided to press him with all vigor 
possible. 

After their talk at the white house, the 

senators expressed the opinion that while 
the president evidently had not made up 
his mind, there was a good chance for the 
appointment of Colonel Glenn. 
. Today telegrams poured in upon him from 
leading republicans from states comprising 
the circuit indorsing Colonel Glenn, and 
there were similar telegrams and letters 
from prominent lawyers in all parts of the 
south testifying to Colonel Glenn’s -high 
attainments as ‘a lawrer and, without re- 
gard to politics, urging that if a republican 
is to be appointed he be the man. 

Judge Hammond.has not by any means 
given up, despite,the fact that the presi- 
dent told Colonek Youngblood and the other 
Alabamians that he was going to appoint a 
republican. Judge Hammond has a long 


‘array of indorsements, particularly from 


leading ministers ahd bishops of the Meth- 
odist church and prominent educators, in- 
cluding a number of the foremost colored 
men of the south. He has, moreover, some 
strong political Lacking and he hag received 
a promise that before a decision is reached 
his case will be given a thorough consider- 
ation. 

Judge Tompkins’s friends are yery active 
and a number of them are now on the way 
to Washington. They do not subscribe to 
the belief that Colonel Glenn is the only 
Georgian who has a chance, and they be- 
lieve that because of Judge Tompkins’s 
connections in both Georgia and Alabama 
there is a strong possibility of the race so 
shaping itself as to let the plum fall to 
him. 

As the case stands tonight, there is noth- 
ing certain about it, but the chances look 
even more favorable for Colonel Glenn than 
they. have at any time yet. : 

The Time Has Not Expired. 

Investigation at the war départment 
shows that the statement that the time in 
which the Chattahoochee sufferers can se- 
cure rations from the government has ex- 
pired is a mistake.

essary. 


EARTHQUAKE WAS VERY SEVERE 


Lasted Longer Than Any Ever Felt in 
; Mexico Before. 

Chicago, January 25.—A special from the 
City of Mexico says: 

In point of duration, the earthquake last 
evening was the severest ever known in 
the history of Mexico. The movement be- 
gan in the City of Mexico at exactly nine 
minutes past 5 o’clock. The oscillations 
were from northeast to southwest and last- 
ed one minute and fifty-six seconds. 

Three minutes later came a companion 
shock which lasted five seconds, also oscil- 
lating northwest and southwest. The move- 
ment made a perfect cross. 

The earthquake was universally felt over 
the entire republic and it had a general 
movement from the Pacific to the Atlanta. 
It reached Colima at seven minutes past 


6 o’clock, Oscillating from east to west. It 
lasted one minute and twenty seconds, It 
reached Vera Cruz eighteen minutes past 
& o'clock and the oscillations were from 
south to north, lasting ten seconds. 

-Many houses were cracked in this city. 
Some were entirely ruined. Fully a dozen 
walls were crushed and broken in the ha- 
tional palace. 

A two-foot iron pipe carrying water from 
Chepultepec to the city was broken in seven 
places. intense cold and other phenomena 
followed. ’

tered public life. My party is a means, 
not an end with me, and when I believe 
my party is wrong nothing can make me 
abate my independent conditions.” (Great 
democratic applause.) 
Denounces President’s Course. 
Proceeding, he denounced the president’s 
course as a policy of evasion and charged 
that his supporters were conjuring up spec- 
ters to drive in the opposition. If we set 
the example and withdraw, recognizing the 
independence of the Filipinos, others would 
do likewise. But if other countries did 
pounce down upon the islands, let them do 
it. We were not expressly or implicitly 
responsible. If there was to be a European 
war, let us, in God’s name, keep out of it. 
The cry went up( “ratify the treaty and 
stop the war.’’ The president arrogated 
to himself the right to speak for seventy 
million people. ‘‘I thank God,” shouted Mr. 
Johnson, ‘“‘for the spirit of independence in 
the senate of the United States irrespective 
of party. Bryan never made a greater 
blunder than when he said the treaty 
should be ratified and our policy determined 
afterwards. Andrew Carnegie Was nearer 
right, but he said the treaty should be 
fought in the dark, not in the open. I say 
we should fight it from start to finish. Pub- 
lic sympathy should be aroused. It is being 
aroused, as evidenced by the great public 
meetings in New York and Philadelphia, 
and my word fot it, it will be many months 
before the tide of public sentiment which 
the president vainly imagines is now carry~ 
ing him to a second term will recede and 
leave thim high and dry. The voice of the 
people will rebuke the spirit of commerce 
which has supplanted the spirit of liberty. 
“Tf the treaty is ratified without be- 


ing coupled with a resolution for the 
ultimate independence of the islands 
it will be the death knell of all our 


efforts to stop the tcrrent.” 

He would vote for a bill to reorganize 
the army, but before God he would never 
vote for a standing army of 100,000 whose 
ultimate object was to establish a colon- 
ial system, 

Would Rot in His Seat. 

“Tf I were in the senate,” he said, “IT 
would rot in my seat first, I would scorn 
the demands of a state legislature and 
the clamor of the press. I would let them 
malign my character and misinterpret my 
motives, but I would never swerve from 
what I believed to be right.” 

Mr. Johnson next referred to the part 
Great Britain had taken in inducing the 
United States to enter into controversies 
in the far east and of the manner in which 
British assistance was being given to the 
‘tniquitous policy of William McKinley.”’ 

Let them be a new treaty, he pleaded 
vehemently. bet it not give $20,000,000 for 
a cession of the Philippines to the United 
States, but let it provide unequivocally 
that Spain withdraw from the Philippines 
and give to the Filipinos the inestimable 
blessings of Hberty. ‘This old world policy 
meant the constant war and rumors of 
war, the hurrying of ships, the concen- 
trating of great forces of armed men, the 
glisten of bayonets and sabers, the fitting 
out of vast expeditions of transports, the 
building of great dockyards, the embark- 
ing on a coursé like that of England which 
had embroiled it in war uninterruptedly 
for one: hundred years. 

The Indiana member now turned to the 
“cost of expansion.”” He detailed the cost 
of the war and the estimate of of $145,000,- 
000 for the military establishment and 
$45,000,000 for the maval establishment - for 
the next fiscal year. It showed, he said, 
that our war budget exceeded that of the 
great military powers of the world. It was 
within $3,000,000 of the cost of Great Brit- 
ain’t vast establishment by which she rul- 
ed her colonial empire; it was more than 
the war budget of Germany, more than 
that of France or any other nation on the 
face of the globe. And thts was to realize 
“the wild dream of expansion.”’ 

Mr. Johnson’s time was twice extended, 
democratic members of the military com- 
mission yielding their time to him. 

The Monroe doctrine, he declared, would 
vanish with the annexation of the Philip- 
pines, if we reached out into the other 
hemisphere we could not with propriety 
resist aggression on this. 


Now Depend cn England. 

In concluding, Mr. Johnson said that the 
cup of our national humiliation was filled 
to overflowing, and closing, he said: 

“We ‘have Witnessed the _ splendid 
achievements of our sokiiers an@ sailors 
and have inspired on the old world a feel- 
ing of respect. This country, the beacon 
light of liberty, this locked and intrenched 
continent, this proud and erect nation 
which hever in its thistory was obliged to 
ask a favor of any other country on earth, 
now depends upon the intervention of 
England to keep other powers off its back. 
We have become a miserable mendicant. 
dependent upon the mother country. We 
are compelled to abandon the cardinal 
principle of protection and submit to the 
‘open door’ policy.” At ‘this point the 
gavel fell and Mr. Johnson gaid he would 
not trespass further upon the time of the 
other side, though he was urged to go on. 

“I thank the other side,” said he, ‘for 
the opportunity to be heard which I could 
not obtain from this side.” There was a 
whirlwind of applause when Mr. Johnson 
took his seat, and many democrats crowd- 
ed up the aisles to congratulate him. 

Mr. Dolliver Answers. 

When Mr. Dolliver, of Iowa, rose to 
reply there was an outburst of applause on 
the republican side. Almost every seat 
on the floor by this time was occupled and 
the galleries were packed to the doors. He 
had never heard the epithet “Spaniard” 
applied to the gentleman from Indiana or 
any other member of the floor, and if the 
gentleman deserved the title he must get 
it from some other tongue than his. 

‘lam not here to speak of the adminis- 
tration,” he continued. ‘“ I belong to the 
humble ranks of my party, and have not 
been in the white house since the war with 
Spain began. But -I might resent the state- 
ment that our president so accessible is 
intrenched in the white house.’ He is in- 
trenched in the white house in the higher 
and better sense, and as securely as the 
sentleman from Indiana is intrenched in 
private life. (Laughter.) Brought there, as 
I believe by his attacks and criticisms of 
the republican.” 

He thad hoped that congress would ap- 
proach this question in the larger, broader 
Spirit in which the war had been entered 
upon. The war had brought all sections 
and Parties together in a common cause, 
Now that it was over, the treaty signed and 
ready for ratification, it would seem that 
the same spirit should be preserved.

It was sorrowful and discouraging, he 
continued, that no sooner was the protocol 
signed. when the nation neéded and public 
Safety demanded the support of all, than 
there arose this bewildering of 


oy the scruff of the neck and dragging us 


into war,” said he, “have much to learn of 
the ethics, if not the etiquette of statesman- 
ship.’"’ (Great applause.) 

Mr. Dolliver said he had*heard the presi- 
dent of the United States insulted twice on 
the floor of the house, once last session by 
a member from the president’s own state 
(Mr. Lentz). He had hoped that that insult 
would stand alone. Today he had heard 
another when the gentleman from Indiana 
asserted that the president slavishly fol- 
lowed public opinion; that he _ slavishly 
found out what the people wanted before he 
acted. Unintentionally, said Mr. Dolliver, 
the gentleman from Indiana had paid to 
William McKinley the tribute which a 
grateful country had lovingly placed on the 
grave of Abraham Lincoln—that he stood 
by the millions of his countrymen. The 
president was absolutely without responsi. 
bility for the Spanish war. The initial re- 
sponsibility rested with congress and the 
people. 

Speaking of the passage of the war rev- 
enue bill, he again criticised Mr. Bailey, 
who, he said, voted with his following 
against the bill because the ways and means 
committee would not vote $100,000,000 more. 
So, said he, he decided to vote against the 
Lill and “feed the army on the chaff of 
politics which the wind driveth away.” 
(Laughter.) 

Referring to the anti-expansion element, 
Mr. Dolliver characterized it as a ‘“‘quaint 
combination of bewildered politicians and 
statesmen without constituencies who were

Mr. Dolliver sharply answered that he 
did not speak for the president or the ad- 
ministration. When he added a glowing 
eulogy of the president, who, amid the 
perplexities of the hour, was pressing stead- 
ily forward with the inexorable course of 
human events, there was long continued ap- 
plause, mingled with loud shouts of ap- 
proval, 

When Mr. Johnson persisted in asking 
an answer to his questions, Mr. Dolliver 
waived him aside, and amid another out- 
burst of applause, declared that the crisis 
of the hour was due to “the almost treas- 
onable utterances in this chamber and in 
the senate chamber.” There was some ¢x- 
cuse for the rioterg at Madrid, but none 
for those who at home joined in reviling 
their country and denouncing our peace 
commissioners for what they had done. 

When Mr. Johnson again demanded to 
know if Mr. Dolliver advocated the forci- 
ble annexation of the Philippines, he re- 
plied: 
ss I had my way I would take possession 
of the entire Philippine group and establish 
in Luzon a base of operations, from there 
scattering the beneficence of our institu- 
tions and holding that territory in trust 
for the civilization and advancement of 
the worild,’”’ 


Debate Grows Warm. 

“You have not answered the question,” 
exclaimed Mr, Johnson, ““Answer on your 
honor, I call upon you, to the American 
people.”’ 

“We have not yet come to that question, 
and when we do we Will take care of it,” 
responded Mr. Dolliver, amid derisive laugh- 
ter from the democrats and applause from 
the republicans, 

Mr. Johnson made a five-minute reply, 
criticising the “glittering generalities’ of 
what had been said. 

Mr. Johnson said it was impossible to 
learn the policy of the administration, for, 
he declared, the gentleman at the white 
house enshrouded himself in mystery and 
the state department maintained the silence 
of the grave. , + 

Mr..Dolliver secured time for a final word, 
declaring that he had not intended to an- 
swer the questions of Mr. Johnson, but 
only to “show that my friend’s intellectual 
faculties were growing obsolete.”’ 

The excitement subsided somewhat after 
Mr. Dolliver closed. He was followed by 
Mr. Lentz, democrat, of Ohio, who opposed 
the bill. During his remarks he denied 
Mr. Dolliver’s statement that he had in- 
sulted the president. He undertook to read 
Statements in the senate similar to those 
he had made, but Mr. Payne, republican, 
of New York, who was in the chair. re- 
fused to allow him to do so, and Mr. Lentz 
was finally compelled to take his seat for 
declining to heed the chair’s warning. He 
was, however, soon allowed to proceed. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Lentz’s Speech 
thé committee rose, and at 5:10 Pp. m. the 
house recessed until 8 p. m. 


Night Session of the House. 

At the night session Mr. Rixey, demo- 
crat, of Virginia, opposed the bill. A

The present race problem in 
this country had cost more lives in North 
Carolina at the last election than the war 
with Spain. Why court another and more 
vexing race problem? He did not believe 
the president contemplated the annexation 
of the Philippines.

A SKELETON AS A WITNESS 


Produced To Prove That Lawsen Warren 
ls Dead. 


DOCTORS DIFFER ABOUT THE BONES 


One of Them Maintaining That the 
Skeleton Was That of a Negro 
and Not of a White Man. 
Judge Speer Releases 
the Sureties. 


Savannah, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)— 
There was a grewsome sight in the United 
States court this morning. There were 
skulls and bones, and arms and joints dis- 
played on the witness table, and all the 
paraphernalia of grinning skeletons was 
there. 

It appears that the bond of Lawson 
Warren, who had been arrested in Eman- 
uel county for counterfeiting, had been 
forfeited. His bondsmen came into court 
and asked that the judgment forfeiting 
the bond be reopened and set aside. It 
was contended by the bondsmen that ‘War- 


ren was dead. 

The testimony went on to show that 
there had been discovered in the swamp, 
five miles from Waycross, a skeleton. The 
flesh had disappeared from the bones and 
the different parts of the body were scat- 
tered over an area of ten square feet. 
There were signs thatthe bones had been 
gnawei and there were traces of mus- 
tache hairs about the opening of the lips. 
The clothes of the man had rotted and 
there was nothing by which to identify him 


further. 

Dr. Folks, of Waycross, who was 
court this morning, testified that, in his 
judgment, the skull was that of a negro. 
He judged this from its thickness and pe- 
cullar shape. Lawson Warren was a white 
man. On the other hand, Mr. Spence, of 
Waresboro, a short distance above Way- 
cross, declared his belief that it was the 
skull of a white man. 

The skull was produced fn court. Some 
more evidence on this line was produced, 
after which ‘‘Jit@ge Speer decided that 
whether the bones were those of Lawson 
Warren or not, he was officially dead— 
that is, dead so far as the court knows, 
and the proseoMtion is conterned. He or-

SUMTER COUNTY JAIL. 


They Sawed the Bars in Two and Let 
Themselves to Ground with Rope 
Made of Blankets. 


Americus, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)— 
One of the most daring and successful es- 
capes ever made from Sumter county’s jail 
occurred before daylight this morning when 
James Mehegan, the former banker at 
Abbeville, Wilcox county, and John Ham 
Young, a farmer from Macon county, saw- 
ed through to liberty. 

Both prisoners were here for safe xeep- 
ing only. Mehegan was held on the charge 
of bank wrecking, while Ham was charged 
with murder committed near Montezuma 
recently. 

The prisoners occupied adjoining cells, 
and with a saw each cut through steel bars 
and gained the corridor.

Mehegan made his 
departure deliberately, carrying away the 
contents of his trunk and a library of books. 
There is little doubt but that the men had 
valuable assistance from without. Of a 
score of other prisoners in the second floor 
Cages, none heard the escape. Mehegan 
mailed Jetters to Sheriff McArthur on the 
midnight train, thanking him and Jailer 
Pool for kindness extended and stating 
that he was bou.id for his old home in 
North Carolina. Mehegan was tried upon 
one charge against him in October last and 
acquitted, but it is said he feared violence 
if acquitted on the remaining charges.

However, 
the old man, being one of those charac- 
ters that didn’t take to the woods every 
time a cap popped, paid no attention to this 
warning. 

ExciteMent runs high, but no danger is 
apprehended at the hands of Judge Lynch. 
This is the secord assassination that has 
occurred in this county within tne past 
four months. Should these parties be con- 
victed, the hard han1 of the law will, as 
it should, be administered with but little 
if any compassion. The rottenness of this 
county in that line has got to be checked 
in some way. These parties in jail will be 
given an investigation about Monday next, 
There is one other party, whose name has 
not been disclosed, that the sheriff is on 
the lookout for. 

Judge Sheffield has been petitioned to 
hold a special term cf court in case these 
parties.are bound over. 


SUICIDE NEAR DOUGLASVILLE. 


James M. Dorris, a Farmer, Cuts His 
Throat with a Razor. 

Douglasville, Ga., January 25.—(Special.)— 
James M. Dorris, a prominent citizen of 
this county and a wealthy farmer, commit- 
ted suicide shortly before noon yesterday 
at his home near this place by cutting his 
throat with a razor. He owned valuable 
property, but has been worried lately over 
slight financial embarrassments and this, 
coupled with physical ailments, is supposed 
to have been the cause of the rash act. 
The family had been watching him for sev- 
eral weeks, but it was thought he was 
much improved, when the went to the barn 
to feed some stock and escaped the vigi- 
lance of the family for a short time. He 
was dead when found. His death is greatly 
deplored by the community. 


ORGAN GRINDER KILLED. 


Knocked from a Trestle by a Railroad

RECENTLY HELD IN ATLANTA 


Say They Had No Notice of Such a 
, Meeting. | 


THEIR OBJECTIONS TO THE AMENDMENT 


Debarring Any Student Who Has Ever 
Spoken or Preached for Compen- 
sation—General Macon News. 


Constitution Bureav, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga,—Mr. W. F. George, a student of 
Mercer university, and the secretary of the 
State Oratorical Association, made the fol- 
lowing interesting statement to The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent today: 

“The press report of the steps taken by 
the State Oratorical Association has been 
received with considerable surprise by the 
students of Mercer university. 

“The action of the association has called 
forth expressions from the students on all 
sides. The objectionable amendment passed 
by this association has been roundly con- 
demned, not alone because of the injustice 
contemplated, but for other reasons. 

“The action referred to is, in substance, 
an amendment of the association’s constitu- 
tion in regard to the personal membership 
of'the association. The amendment debars 
any student who has ever spoken or preach- 
ed for compensation the right to participate 
in the annual oratorical contest. 

“The injustice of such an act is plainly 
evident when it is remembered that more 
than half of Mercer’s and Emory’s oratori- 
cal material is found among her ministerial 
Students. The croaking cry of certain col- 
lege students of Georgia about professional- 
ism in college oratory has been heard be- 
fore. This is the cry, the same old thing, 
the hideous excuse offered for such an ac-

““Dahionega expressed herself a few weeks 
ago against such injustice to any college 
or the siate, but beyond this Mercer had 
no Official intimation of a call meeting of 
the assoctation whatever. Ignorant of the 
fact that a meeting had been called, with 
no one to present her claims, this little, 
puny act was dushed through the associa- 
tion in a precipitate and freeze-out way. 

“The students of Mercer feel that com- 
mon courtesy has been denied them, as a 
representative college of the association. 
They feel that blame for this meeting of 
the association, for its action, should be 
placed somewhere. There seems to be in 
such action the suggestion of an effort to 
deprecate Mercer’s splendid record in ora- 
tory. At this meeting the “Tech” was re- 
instated as a representative college of the 
association.

On the other ‘hand, we are sure that 
Mercer would have gladly extended her 
hand to her sister college, as evidenced by 
Mercer’s previous efforts in that direction, 
but we do protest against the transaction 
of any business so far reaching in its bane- 
ful effect upon the interest of oratory in 
Georgia at a cal] meeting, when she knows 
nothing of that meeting. 

“Finally, the Oratorical Association of 
Georgia has a written constitution, and 
that constitution plainly says that no 
amendment shall be passed except at the 
‘annual meeting of the association.’ Arti- 
cle 17 of the same provides expressly that 
the constitution can be amended only at an 
‘annual convention,’ and articles 13 explains 
that an ‘annual convention” shall be under- 
stood to mean the convention held on the 
day of the oratorical contest. So the action 
of the recent convention is null and void, 
and Mercer will select her best man, ,min- 
isterial student or what not, and he will de- 
liver a Speech at the oratorical contest for 
the championship of Georgia in the year 
of grace 1899.”’

‘When the commission was first appoint- 
ed I wrote to President Haupt, a member 
of the commission, and not only offered to 
g€0 to Washington to explain my proposed 
line, but to go to Nicaragua and point out 
the line on the ground. 

‘“Moreover, I have a letter in reply from 
the member named, gsking me to disclose 
the location of the line by letter, to which 
l replied that I was unwilling to do this, 
as I leoked on the matter entirely from a 
professional standpoint, and while I had no 
route to sell and did not ask or expect 
the government to pay me any commission 
or large bonus, I considered it no more 
than fair that I should be paid for my time

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| SBRIOUS CHARGE 
AGAINST A DOCTOR 


Dr. S. W. Arrowood Alleged To Have 
~— Annoyed Little Girls. 


HE CAME NEAR BEING MOBBED 


'Citizens Claim He Tried To Decoy Lit- 
tle School Girls. 


THE BOCTOR DENIES ALL THE CHARGES 


Police Officer Says the Doctor Talked 
About Flanagan and Wanted To 
Marry a Child. 


Dr. S. W. Arrowood, a physician who 
resides at No. 108 Chapel street, was ar- 
rested yesterday evening by. Patrolmen 
Chiles and Blackstone upon the statement 
of a number of people who allege that 
the doctor has been trying to entice little 
girls to go with him ag they were leaving 
the Davis street school en route to their 
homes. 

The doctor spent last night in a cell 
at the police barracks. He denies all the 
ugly stories which have been told on 
him, 

Just prior-to this arrest last evening, so 
the arresting officers state, a crowd of in- 
dignant citizens endeavored to find the 
doctor and if they had found him he 
might have been roughly dealt with. 

Officers Chiles and Blackstone were told 
that Dr. Arrowood ‘had been seen hanging 

, around the Davis street school for about 
three weeks and that he had approached 
a number of little girls, offering them candy 
and money. 

There is one little girl, about twelve 
years of age, to whom the doctor is said 
to have paid marked attention. The of- 
ficers were told that the goctor held some 
sort of deeds to some of her mother’s 
property and that he had offered to give 
up the deeds if he was permitted to make 
the child his wife. 

On several occasions, so the policemen 
were informed, little girls went to their 
homes from the Davis street school and 
informed their parents of the strange con- 
duct of an unknown man. It is believed 
by the officers that Dr. Arrowood is the 
man who has been annoying the girls. 

“There is no doubt about Dr. Arrowood 
having attempted to decoy little girls off 
with him,” said Officer Chiles. ‘‘He claims 
that he is Flanagan’s friend and that he 
‘wrote up the Flanagan murder trial. We 
have been asked to have him prosecuted 
as vigorously as possible and we will do it. 
I believe that the crowd of angry citizens 
would have mobbed the doctor if they had 
found him before we had him under ar- 
rest.”’ 

Dr. Arrowood was seen in his cell last 
— and he denied all that wags told on 
» flim, 

“Ihave never been around the Davis 
etreet school,” he said, “and I dare them 

_to prove it. I have been receiving notes 

“from @ woman sent by a little girl who 

.goes to the Davis street school. I have 

done nothing wrong and I know I am 
not rrazy. I did not say anything about 

Flanagan's case.” 

Dr._Arrowood has a brother in the city, 
@ well-known attorney. The doctor will be 
tried in the police court this afternoon.

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OBJECTED TO GOLD CLAUSE. 


Governor of Tennessee Vetoes a Bond 
Issue Bill Because Bonds Are 
Payable in Gold. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 2%.—(Special.)— 


Govetnor McMillin today vetoed a bill 
which would have permitted the issuing 
of gcld bonds, had such a contract been de- 
manded. The bill, while general in nature, 
was local in application to Memphis and 
authorized that city to issue $2,000,000 worth 
of waterworks bonds. In his message veto- 
ing the bill, Governor ‘MicMillin said: 

‘Most of the bill meets my hearty ap- 
proval, and but for the incorporation of a 
principle which I regard as injurious to the 
best interests of the people, it would receive 
my sanction. It provides that the bonds 
shall be payable in such money as the legis- 
lative council or other governing agency 
may determine. 

‘The objection to this provision and its 
inevitable effect, is to authorize those mak- 
ing contracts to issue bonds payable in 
gold alone or payable in any other one 
species of money that they may desire, to 
the exclusion of all other. Past experience 
and observations do not leave ground for 
a hope that when this provision is incor- 
porated and authority to discriminate 
against silver or treasury warrants is 
granted that it will not be enforced, and a 
gold contract exacted of those who borrow. 

“While it is the right of individuals to 
make such contracts if they desire, it is 


‘hardly to be expected that I should give 


executive sanction to a measure of this 
kind. I have never believed nor professed 
to believe in the single gold standard or 
monometallism, nor do I believe now that 
it is for the best interests of the people. 

“Every official act and public or private 
utterance of mine.has been opposed to it. 
My views upon this subjegt not having 
changed, I do not feel it consistent with 
my duty to lend a sanction to that which 
is intended, so far as it does anything, to 
break down the bimetallic principle, and 
—" the principles of the single stand- 
ard. 

“In answer to the suggestion that I 
should let this measure become a law with- 
out my signature, I need only say that this 
is a question of such public and general 
concern, and the effect of the establishing 
of a single gold standard is sought to be 
so widely and universally extended, that I 
have not felt at liberty to let it receive 
in Tennessee such legislative sanction as 
this without my protest.”

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PRESENCE OF TUBES KNOWN. 
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DENT ISSUES STATEMENT. 
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Says Alleged Discoveries Were Known 
to Directors and Had Nothing To 
Do with the Invention. 


New York, January 25.—B, I. Ackerman, 
president of the Keely Motor Company, has 
issued a statement on behalf of his board 
of directors, reaffirming their faith in the 
dead inventor, and utterly denying that the 
recent alleged discoveries in Keely’s work- 
shop are of any significance. 

The recently published statements in this 
connection described the finding of a steel 
sphere and metallic tubes that had appar- 
ently been concealed jin juxtaposition to 
Keely’s motor. Fronr these the deduction 
was drawn that Keely’s power consisted 
simply in compressed air secretly conveyed 
through these tubes and that Keely, instead 
of being the discoverer of a new force, had 
resorted to a subterfuge to deceive. Further 
electric wires Were found, and were said to 
indicate that Keely had also resorted to 
electricity to make his theory of vibration 
seem practicable, 

Mr. Ackerman states that the sphere and 
metallic tubes were simply pieces of ma- 
chinery connected with an altogether differ- 
ent device abandoned by Keely in 1887; that 
tthe existence of these tubes, etc., were fully 
known to the directors of the company, and 
to scientists financtally interested in Keely; 
that the recéntly published statements re- 
vealed nothing to those who had invested 
money in Keely's ideas; that compressed air 
had or has no part in the Keely motor, and 
that to compress air to pressure that would 
be serviceable, powerful and complicated 
machinery would have been required, ‘‘none 
of which," says Mr. Ackerman, “ever ex- 
isted at any time in Keely’s place.” 

The electric wires found, he maintains, 
are simply the remains of a burglar alarm.

On reassembling at 11:30 o'clock a few 
minutes was given a photographer to take 
a picture of the court, and then Major S. 
C. Mills was called to testify on behalf 
of the government. He said the was the 
recorder of the war investigation commis- 
sion and was present and heard General 
Eagan’s testimony before the commission. 

The manner of General Eagan in giving 
his testimony, he said, was that of a man 
laboring under great excitement, but try- 
ing to control hig excitement. He recalled 
some of the words used by General Eagan 
in his testimony, which agreed substantially 
with the phraseology used in the specifica- 
tions. The witness was shown a copy of the 
specifications and identified the language 
there quoted as having been used by Gen- 
eral Eagan. Judge Worthington interrupt- 
ed to say that General Eagan did not deny 
the language quoted; 

Eagan Was Excited. 

Major General McCook, retired, a member 
of the war investigation commission, was 
next. Witness sai@ he was present and 
heard a part of General Bagan’s testimony 
before the commission: 

‘The impression I had,"’ he said, ‘‘wag 
that General Eagan must be laboring under 
great nervous excifement.”’ 

He recalled some of the lafiguage used 
and it agreed substantially with the testi- 
mony as published.

EXTRADITION TREATY EXPIRES. 
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MEXICAN FUGITIVES FROM JUS- 
TICE WILL PROFIT BY IT. 


Morphy Is About the Only One Here. 
Treaty Will Be Replaced by a 
New One Soon 


Washington, January 25.—The Mexican 
extradition treaty expired at midnight last 
night, according to the notice given by the 
Mexican government. Its lapse finds a re- 
markably small number of fugitives from 
justice in either ccuntry to profit from the 
fact. 

So far as known at the state department 
Santiago Morphy is the orly Mexican fugi- 
tive now at large in the United States. He 
made a sensational escape from the Mex- 
ican chief of police in New Orleans just 
one day before the treaty expired. In Mex- 
ico there is one American, James Temple, 
who is technically a fugitive from justice, 
and against whom extradition proceedings 
are now in progress, the charge being un- 
lawful hemicide, and in his case there is 
reason to believe Mexico may grant extra- 
} dition. 

The hiatus following the lapse of this ex- 
tradition treaty is deplored by both parties 
and on each side an earnest disposition is 
being shown to replace the old treaty with 
@ new one to be concluded by Powell Clay- 
ton, our representative at the City of Mexi- 
co and the Mexican foreign minister, Senor 
Mariscal. 

Fair progress has been made on a new 
treaty, though it is no easy task to recon- 
cile the radical difference of opinion be- 
tween the Mexican government and our 
own in the definition of political or révolu- 
tionary crimes which may not be subject 
to extradition.

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MANUFACTURERS ARE BUSY 


ATTENDANCE AT FOURTH NA- 
TIONAL CONVENTION DECREASES. 


Recommendations an Resolutions Are 
Placed Before the Meeting and Im- 
portant Papers Are Read. 


Cincinnati, O., January 25.—The Nationa! 
Association of Manufacturers today tran- 
sacted most of its annual businéss, leaving 
the election of officers for tomorrow. 

The spirit of the proceedings indicated 
that the members were in favor of expan- 
sion as a commercial proposition, and with 
a special view to eliminating that question 
from politics, as they favor the tariff, finan- 
cial and other questions being eliminated 
from politics. 

Much attention was devoted to resolu- 
tions urging the senate to give prompt con- 
sideration to the treaty ef peace with 
Spain. During the noon recess it was 
learned that the senate would vote finally 
on the ratification of the treaty on Febru- 
ary 6th, and then the question was dropped. 
Although most of the members favor ex- 
pansion, yet they do not desire to express 
any official views on that question. They 
held that the business interests of the 
country as well as the general interests of 
the Philippines were suffering because of 
the delay, and that whatever action may 
be taken should be taken soon, 

The convention is a unit on the question 
of a national deparment of commerce and 
industries at Washington with a cabinet 
officer. it is argued that the grangers kept 
up their agitation for years until they 
secured a secretary of agriculture, and that 
the same recognition must be accorded to 
the vast interests of manufacturing and 
commerce and trade. 

There is no opposition whatever to the re-

There is one little girl, about twelve 
years of age, to whom the doctor is said 
to have paid marked attention. The of- 
ficers were told that the goctor held some 
sort of deeds to some of her’ mother’s 
property and that he had offered to give 
up the deeds if he was permitted to make 
the child his wife. 

On several occasions, so the policemen 
were informed, little girls went to their 
homes from the Davis street school and 
informed their parents of the strange con- 
duct of an unknown man. It is believed 
by the officers that Dr. Arrowood is the 
man who has been annoying the girls. 

“There is no doubt about Dr. Arrowood 
having attempted to decoy liftle girls off 
with him,” said Officer Chiles. ‘‘He claims 
that he is Flanagan’s friend and that he 
wrote up the Flanagan murder trial.

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OBJECTED TO GOLD CLAUSE. 


Governor of Tennessee Vetoes a Bond 
Issue Bill Because Bonds Are 
Payable in Gold. 

Nashville, Tenn., January %.—(Special.)— 
Gove1nor McMillin today vetoed a bill 
which would have permitted the issuing 
of gold bonds, had such a contract been de- 
manded. The bill, while general in nature, 
was local in application to Memphis and 
authorized that city to issue $2,000,000 worth 
of waterworks bonds. In his message veto- 

ing the bill, Governor ‘MicMillin said: 

“Most of the bill meets my hearty ap- 
proval, and but for the incorporation of a 
principle which I regard as injurious to the 
best interests of the people, it would receive 
my sanction. It provides that the bonds 
shall be payable in such money as the legis- 
lative council or other governing agency 
may determine. 

‘The objection to this provision and its 
inevitable effect, is to authorize those mak- 
ing contracts to issue bonds payable in 
gold alone or payable in any other one 
species of money that they may desire, to 
the exclusion of all other. Past experience 
and observations do not leave ground for 
a hope that when this provision is incor- 
porated and authority to discriminate 
against silver or treasury warrants Is 
granted that it will not be enforced, and a 
gold contract exacted of those who borrow.

The judge advocate then read at some 
length from General Miles’s testimony be- 
fore the war investigation commission 
Which called forth the objectionable lan- 
guage in General Eagan’s statement. 

At ‘the conclusion of the reading of Gen- 
eral Miles’s statement Judge Worthington 
read at length from General Eagan’s re- 
vised testimony before the war investiga-

MEXIOAN FUGITIVES FROM JUS- 
TICE WILL PROFIT BY IT. 


Morphy Is About the Only One Here.

A charge Actress Brings a 


Claim for Salary and a Lively 


Scene Occurs at the Theater, 


DETECTIVES ARREST BAILIFFS 


They Will Be Prosecuted by Manager 
Shap In the State Courts, 


HUESTION AS TO LEGALITY OF SEIZURE 


It Is Claimed That Miss Lowman’s 
Histrionic Ability Was Not Up 
to the Mark and That There 
Is No Salary Due 
Her. 


While “Camille” was being given at the 
Lyceum theater last evening there wags a 
rich and sensational performance going on 
at the box office, in which justice .<ourt 
bailiffs, lawyers and city detectives were 
taking the leading roles. There was a dis- 
charged actress, an attachment, a cash box 
and an alleged highway robbery all mixed 
up in this decidedly exciting melodrama. 

It was about half-past 9 o’clock, when the 
second act of ‘‘Camille’’ was being given, 
that Bailiffs W. R. Lipscomb, of Justice 
Bloodworth’s court, and R. B. Lynch, back- 
ed up by Attorney Wharton O. Wilson, 
geized the cash box at the Lyceum and 
forcibly started to carry it away. This was 
the cue for Detectives Dave Looney and 
Tom Barrett to enter upon the scene, and 
they promptly arrested the justice court 
bailiffs at the instigation of Manager Wil- 
liam Sharp, who has charge of the theater. 

The next ecene of this eventful drama 
was at the police barracks, when Detec- 
tive Looney made a hasty and excited en- 
trance with the two bailiffs. 

Detective Looney said: ‘Here, sergeant, 
make cases against these two men for high- 
way robbery.’’ 

The bailiffs turned over their effects to 
the station sergeant and Bailiff Lipscomb 
handed over the Isyceum cash. bax, to 
which he had tenaciously clung. The box 
was locked and was placed in the vault 
without being opened. 

Before the bailiffs were locked up the 
detectives communicated with the chief of 
police, and he instructed the officers to 
charge the prisoners with disorderly con- 
duct, with the manager of the Lyceum as 
prosecutor, and to let the manager swear 
out warrants for robDbery. 

Mr. Ed Durant, who chanced to be at the 
police barracks at the time, signed the 
bonds of both bailiffs for their appearance 
in the police court on charges of disorderly 
sonduct, and the prisoners were released. 

An Actress Behind the Scenes. 

The primary cause of all this exciting off- 
the-boards stage business was Miss Marie 
Lawman, an actress, who claimed that the 
lyceum stock company owed her $100 for 
salary. Miss Lawman had retained Mr. 
Wilson to collect her claim, and Mr. Wilson

took steps to have an attachment issued, 
because, so he claimed, it was impossible 
to ascertain who composed the stock com- 
pany and he did not know who to sue. 

Miss Lawman came from New York and 
Was engaged to play a role in “Moths.” 
There was a disagreement between Miss 
Lawman and Stage Manager W. A. White- 
car. The stage manager claimed that the 
woman refused to do her stage work as di- 
rceted, and he fined her $25 and dropped her 
out of the part. This “dropping out” 
méans, in stage parlance, dismissal from 
the company. 

Manager Sharpe’s Lines. 

Manager Sharp was seen last night after 
the evisode and made the following state- 
ment: 

Miss Lawman refused to do as she was 
told, and such open rebellion was met 
with a fine and a dismissal. I was not 
obliged to pay her anything, but out of 
pure kindness and charity, I decided to 
give her: $50 and pay her expenses back 
to New York.

OUT-OF-TOWN ORDERS MUST BE ACCOMPANIED BY CASH. 
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THE OUTLOOK IS BRIGHT 
FOR BUSINESS LEAGUE 


The movement to organize a new busi- 
ness league in Atlanta is fast taking shape. 
The citizens of the city are manifesting 
much interest in the plan, and a 
number of names have been added to the 
list secured Tuesday at the Kimball house 
meeting. The promoters regard the out- 
look as being even more encouraging than 
they had anticipated. 

Tht committee on permanent orgariza- 
tion, of which J. Frank Beck is chairman, 
met in the office of Dr. Joe Jacobs at 2:30 
o’clock yesterday morning and talked over 
the situation fot over an hour. The chair- 
man announced after the meeting that no 
definite steps had been taken and that the 
session had merely been one of informal 
discuss:o1, 

Thera will be another meeting of this 
committee this afternoon at 3 o’clock at 
the Kimball house. A report will be form- 
ulated to present to the meeting in the 
Kimbal] house ballroom tomorrow at noon. 
This report will recommend a permanent 
organization of the association. It will 
probably outline a constitution and by-laws 
and will nominate a president, a vice pres- 
ident, a secretary and a treasurer. The 
citizens who have become members of the 
league wil] act on the nominatio.1s. 

It fg impossible to tell who will be se- 
lected to fill the responsible position of 
president. The committee on organization 
haa severa] names under consideration, ard 
a selection will doubtless be made this 
afternoon. It is necessary that a man of 
executive ability and business integrity be 
at the head of the league, and the com- 
mittee, appreciating, th's fact, will take 
great pains in the nomination. 

Pian of the Organization. 

Chairman J. Frank Beck, when seen yes- 
terday afternoon, made the following state- 
men: relative to the plan of organization 
and outlook of the league: 

“It ig our purpose to form a strong body 
of Atlanta’s representative citizens to up- 
bulld the industrial and commercial in- 
teresta of the city. There is great need 
fot such an organization in Atlanta, end 
there is no reason why it shouid not be 
of great benefit. A large number of busi- 
ness men have signified their intention of 
becoming members and it is safe to say 
tha outlook is decidedly encouraging. 

“Tha plan of organization will be differ- 
ent from that of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce, where a board of directors prac- 
tically controls the organization. It is »ur 
idea ta have a number of standing com- 
mittees for various work, the chairmen 
of which wil] constitute an executive board 
or board of directors. This plan will bring 
the members in closer contact with the 
leaders of the order, and will result in 
g00d work and excellent results. 

“There will, of course, be a president, a 
vice president, a secretary and a treasurer. 
We will attempt to get the best man in 
Aflanta for the position of president. A 
Great deal depends on the efficiency of the 
officers. There is no reason why the league 
should not soon become one of the most

potential factora in the growth of the 
city.” 
Qualifications as to Members. 

‘Mi. Forrest Adaif, who is a member cf 
the committee on permanent organization, 
taixed interestingly as follows: 

‘Thiet organization is to consist largely 
of young men—the substantial young busi- 
nes#,men of Atlanta. We will admit no 
lawyers, no railroad men. We want none 
buf manufacturers, merchants and indus- 
teria] men. In other words, we want those 
who wil] be benefited by our combined 
efforts so that if we appoint a committee 
on freight rates or transportation there 
wil] be no railroad men on it. 

“One of our main objects will be to 
encourage manufacturing industries in this 
city. When a capitalist comes here to in- 
vest his money it will be the duty’ of the 
leazue to furnish him all the information 
he needs, and to convince him that Atlanta 
is the place for him to settle. A committee 
will be appointed for this work, the duty 
o' which will be to exert eve'y effert to 
secure new manufacturing’ enterprises. 
This is something Atlanta has never had 
befor¢. 

“In all public movements like the secur- 
ing of troops, the crusade against the dis- 
crimination in freight rates, the new fed- 
era] building and the federal prison, the 
league will be most active. The reason At- 
lanta got no troops this winter was he- 
cause there was no combined effort in this 
direction. Augustg sent a committee of ten 
to Washington for this purpose and got 
hef troops. If the league had been organ- 
ized wa would hhave had a committee in 
Washington, too. When our organization 
i9 perfected we will take active steps in 
the movement toe Keep the fast mail for 
the south, and, if necessary, we wili send 
@ committee to Washington. It is our in- 
tention to do active, energetic work for the 
upbuilding of the city. 

“There should be more unanimity in At- 
lanta’s business interests. The various 
traders are organizing by themselves. The 
shoe dealera now have ax association. One 
told me yesterday that an average of 150,000 
of 2,000 cases of shoes were shipped into 
Atlanta. every yeat, and that the city is 
discriminated against on this class of 
freight in favor of Montgomery, New Or- 
leans and other southern cities. The shoe 
dealers have organized for the purpose of 
stopping this d.scrimination if possible. 


, The lumber men have organized, so have 


the grocers, the retail liquor dealers and 
other branches of trade. It is our object 
to combing all these interests into one, 
when, with a strong, compact organization, 
we can more readily make ourselves felt 
for various reforms than by individual 


effor’.’’ ° 
Will Bring Gatherings. 

Mf. Joseph Thompson is also enthusiastic 
about the new movement. When seen yes- 
terday he said: 

“The new business league is one of the 
bes: moves Atlanta has taken in some time. 
There ig much work for such a body to do, 
and ita influence cannot help but be felt 
fot the material advancement of the city. 
The organization will consist largely of 
the younger business element, and one line 
of work in which they will be especially 
useful wil] be in bringing large conv-ntions 
and gatherings to Atlanta, With a perfect 
organ‘zation, good officers and a substan- 
tia] membership, the league cannot help but 
be # decided success.”’

COOPER SAYS FROST BEAT HIM 


Frost Is Well Known in City—Alleged 
to Own Property Worth * 
$75,000. 


W. J. Cooper filed a suit for $10,000 dam- 
ages against John B. Frost in the clerk’s 
office yesterday morning. Spiritualism is the 
cause of the suit, and belief in this power 
to communicate with spirits of another and 
unknown world seems to have been the 
source of the trouble between the plaintiff 
and defendant. 

It is alleged in the petition that the plain-

The 
plaintiff alleges that he lives in the house 
belonging to Frost, and for compensation 
for the same his wife and two daughters 


Mr. Frost, it is stated, is a widower and 
has an infant daughter. The members of 
the Cooper family care for the little daugh- 
ter of Mr. Frost as governesses. Mr. Frost, 
it is alleged, is a traveling man and owns 
property to the amount of about $75,000. 

He is ap ardent believer in Spiritualism. 
He came home one day when Mr. Cooper 
and his family were there and told him that 
he, Frost, had just had a conversation with 
several deceased members of the family. 
Mr. Cooper did not apparently believe in 
the ability of Mr. Frost to communicate 
with the dead, and he told him so. He 
said that he did not take much interest in 
such things. e 

The petition alleges that Mr. Frost be- 
came very angry at this remark and was 
considerably disconcerted. Nothing, how- 
ever, was said at that particular time. 
Later Mr. Cooper and his family were in 
_the dining toom, when Frost came in, and, 
it is alleged, that the latter jumped on the 
plaintiff and choked him. 

The plaintiff alleges that he is an old 
man, and that he was badly beaten by 
Frost. He sues for vindictive damages 
and also damages for pain and suffering. 

Mr. Frost is the provisional head con- 
sul of the Woodmen of the World and is 
well known in the city.

Coroner Is Investigating and May

While the dead body of Mrs. Thomas.M. 
Strickland, the woman who Killed: herself 
with poison because her husband cruelly 
deserted her, was awaiting the result of 
the coroner’s investigation and a buria] in 
@ pauper’s grave, the man whose heart- 
less act caused the broken-hearted woman 
to commit suicide was working in a gang 
of convicts upon the public streets yes- 
terday to serve out a sentence for a drunk- 
ew debauch, 

These were two scenég to this tragedy 
of a human heart, and there was yet an- 
other. 

In a pawnbroker’s shop the coroner was 
inspecting a little gold ring. This small 
ring, worth not much more than a dollar 
of two, was the one priceless legacy which 
a mother had given to a daughter. In 
some happy day gone by the mother of 
Mrs. Strickland had placed the ring in 
the keeping of her daughter. It was the 
mother’s wedding ring. That ring had 
bees pawned by the infamous husband 
to get money with which to steep himself 
in debauchery and drunkenness, 

The woman had toiled to earn a living, 
and it is told by neighbors that she often 
worked ‘hard all week for a pittance to be 
robbed of it as soon ag she received it, 
the husband taking it to satisfy his taste 
for Hquor. 

Piece by piece, the household furniture 
and clothing disappeared. Yet still she 
tried to bear up with a fortitude which 
would have given a halo to a martyr’s 
diadem. At last that precious ring was 
taken. .Who Knows but that was the 
crowning deed of reckless cruelty which 
broke the spirit and made the suffering 
sou] seek into that eternity whose shadows 
could not be heavier than those felt upon 
earth? 

Yesterday morning the coroner made an 
investigation to ascertain whether or not 
it would be necessary to hold an inquest 
ove: the woman who had died from 
strychnine taken with suicidal intent. He 
found in her home—No. 195 Luckie street— 
not an article of furniture, and no cloth- 
ing save that which she had on when she 
killed herself. 

“All I found in that wretched abode,’’ 
Said Coroner Stamps, ‘‘could have been 
tied up in a pocket handkerrhief.’’ 

Mrs. Strickland’s body was given to 
Hillburn & Bowden, funeral directors, 
where it ‘was kept until the coroner could 
complete his investigation. An’ inquest 
may be held this morning. 

The Husband in Police Court. 

Yesterday morning at half-past 9 o'clock 
Thomas M. Strickland was arraigned in 


the police court on a charge of drun en-, 


ness. He was arrested the night before 
while staggering along Decatur’ sireet. 
The whisky he had drank was the prire 
of the goods he had taken from his wife's 
home, and, for that matter, the price of 
his wife’s life. : 

He pleaded guilty to being drunk and 
was foufid $3.75. The recorder did not know 
who the man was when the case was 
tried, but a few minutes later Judge Cal- 
houn recalled Strickland and asked him 
if he was the man whose wife had com- 
mitted suicide because he cruelly deserted 
her. 

“Yes, I am the man,”’ was the reply, and 
the words were spoken without the least 
show of emotion. 

“I wish I could give you ten years in 
the penitentiary,”’ said Recorder Caijhoun. 
“Go on back; I don’t care to look at 
you,” 

Strickland could not pay the fine and 
he was sent to the stockade and at 12 
o’clock the was placed on the streets at 
work with a gang of convicts, 

How the Man Talks. 

The man talked with the utmost, indiffer- 
ence about the self-destruction of his young 
wife. He said she was a good woman 45s 
far as he knew, but he left her because 
she didn’t do as he wished her to do. 

‘She just wouldn’t .mind me,” he sald, 
‘and I picked up and left her. The things

Undoubtedly the bait that has already 
been thrown out is very attractive. It 
consists of beautiful little tales of for- 
tunes made in an hour. It is said that 
on Friday of last week an humble busi- 
ness man concluded to go in on the 
boom, and, in a few hours, he had made 
amillion. Further, it is said that, hav- 
ing made a million, he concluded to re- 
tire to the bosom of his family and rest 
from labor altogether. It is a beautiful 
tale, and one well calculated to attract 
the attention of the country sucker when 
ft is thrown out as bait. And there is 
other bait just as attractive. 

As we have said, history is repeating 
itself in Wall street. After a long 
period of dearth and gloom both factions 
of speculators have joined hands to 
boom things. The old signs have been 
polished and hung out—‘“Fortunes made 
in an hour;” “Millionaires made to or- 
der;” “You will need a dray to haul your 
earnings home.” The buzz and bustle 
have a familiar sound. How many 
greenhorns have been deceived by them 
during the past forty years! 

So we warn the country suckers to 
keep away from the attractive bait. It is 
well enough to gwim around it and ad- 
mire it, but don’t touch it. The men 
with high hats and standing collars are 
simply waiting for their bait to be 
swallowed, and then the country suckers 
will find a scoop-net underthem. They 
will be landed and their pockets emptied. 

It is well enough for the professionals to 
speculate among themselves and to kite 
prices of stocks. They neither lose nor 

‘gain anything in that business. It is 
like two gamblers playing a game of 
seven-up in order to rope in spectators. 
It can do no harm as long as the out- 
side public keeps its money in its pock- 
ets and its hands on the money. 

What is called a boom in ‘Wall street 
bas but one meaning to those who have 
memories.

The result is that when the outside 
public is induced to go into Wall street, 
the apectacle presented is that of a lot of 
clodhoppers endeavoring to outdo euch a 
man as Hermann in the art of jugglery. 
The present boom will be kept up, with 
various fluctuations, till there are no 
more lambs to shear, then prices will 
sink to their normal level, and Wal! 
street will hang up its high hats and pro- 
ceed to count its gains.

claim to the loyalty and good faith of 
the people. ‘It was in such-a race as 
this that Mills stood at the head of de- 
mocracy—a democracy which was aggres- 
sive and bold, ready to do and to dare, 
and capable of challenging the support 
of the people of the ‘country. Among 
the great leaders of that day were Bay- 
ard, of Delaware; ‘Wilson, of ‘West Vir- 
ginia; Voorhees, of Indiana, and others 
whose names will readily be recalled by 
the intelligent reader of events. 

This triumphant democracy went into 
the presidential election following, and 
repeated the vittory which it had won 
two years before. The leaders in con- 
gress who were thus given the purse 
strings and the right to inaugurate leg- 
islation, were ardent advocates not only 
of tariff reform, but of the free coinage 
of silver, and of every other question 
which has been held dear by the masses 
of the people. ‘They had a right to ex- 
pect from these leaders that legislation 
which the revolt against republicanism 
ealled for. ‘There wag not a more stren- 
uoug advocate of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver than was Roger Q. 
Mills. the leader on the democratic side, 
the spokesman in the halls of legisla- 
tion of a democratic president. But it 
was in that evil hour that patronage be- 
gan to display its insidious work. Men 
who, im the campaign before the people, 
had out-Heroded Herod in denouncing 
the money combinations, became at once 
paisied in their efforts. Their tongues 
lost eloquence, their voteg lost effective- 
ness, and their conduct lost the con- 
fidence not only of the whole people of 
the United States, but more particular- 
lv of their own immediate constituents. 
The tale thereafter reads like some weird 
tragedy in which all the characters 
passed off the stage under shadows. 

The state of Delaware, which had been 
democratic for time out of mind, was lost 
to the party, and its hitherto democratic 
leader, Mr. Bayard, died in a distant 
state removed from his own people, and 
today republicanism holds high carni- 
val there. West Virginia, after desper- 
ate struggles, went into the ranks of re- 
publicanism, and but yesterday elected a 
republican senator to give emphasis to 
the announcement of Hon. W. L. Wilson, 
the tariff reform champion, that he had 
voted for. McKinley, the apostle of high 
protection. Poor Dan Voorhees, that 
giant democrat of the west, whose ser- 
vices cannot be obliterated by the one 
weak act of hig later life, went to his 
death with a broken -heart, and is suc- 
ceeded by a republican senator from In- 
diana. Jolin G. Carlisle, honored with 
the speakership for year after year by 
democratic constituents, and finaNy sent 
to the senate, had built up a life record 
in behalf of the absolute and unlimited 
free coinage of silver on ¢qual and 
exact terms with gold. Reaching the 
cabinet he saw a new light of Cleveland- 
ism, and at the close of his term of of- 
fice has not had the hardihood to even 
return to his own state, but has taken 
up his residence in New York. And now 
comes Mills, the Mills who held the un- 
divided support of the democracy, the 
Mills whose advocacy of tariff reform 
did not allow of a kindly remembrance 
of the good work performed for democ- 
racy by Samuel J. Randall, the Mills 
who stood before the American people 
shoulder to shoulder with McKinley as 
the representative of opposing schools of 
political economy, did not have even one 
friend in the Texas legislature to vote 
for his return to the United States sen- 
ate. Like the others, he has passed 
off the stage into the lethe of forgetful- 
ness! 

There must surely be a. lesson in all 
this. This repudiation by counties, by 
congressional districts and by states, of 
brilliant and accomplished leaders must 
be the result of some cause. That cause, 
however, is not hard to find. No man 
should presume to be wiser than the bulk 
of the people. A democratic constitu- 
ency does not elect a representative to 
indorse and adovcate republican policy, 
nor does a republican constituency elect 
a man to find beauties in democracy, It 
is the people who do the choosing. It 
is the people who mark out the party 
lines. It is the people who indicate the is- 
sues upon which they wish their represen- 
tatives to stand. They desire neither dic- 
tation nor dictatorship from representa- 
tive, senator nor president. That public 
officer who imagines himself so gifted, 
so superlatively wise that he can see 
further than the people and with a clear- 
er insight, will only find when next he 
consults them that he has a much higher 
regard of his own abilities than have 
they. It is on this principle that the 
people of the various democratic states 
have repudiated leaders who either be- 
trayed them or failed in carrying out 
their wishes when the time was oppor- 
tune. 

Mr. McKinley went before the people 
upon a republican issue and wag defeat- 
ed, but he was faithful to his party. Mr. 
Mills received a commission from the 
democracy and permitted certain unseen 
influences to make him waver in his 
adhesion to the party. The result is 
that McKinley, who wag faithful to his 
party, has ultimately reached the white 
house, while Roger Q. Mills, who dallied 
with his party at the dictation of white 
house agencies, has been deprived of his 
commission, and will have plenty of time 
hereafter to attend to his private affairs. 

The lesson which hag thus been admin- 
istered, though it hag brought in its 
train a series of disasters to democracy, 
will not be without good effect. The 
democratic party has purged itself of 
these superwise theorists who imagined 
that they were wiser than the common 
people, and the party now stands intact 
and firm, with definité objects in view, 
with detérmination of purpose and with 
rising leaders who, in the knowledge of 
the disasters which have followed vacil- 
lation, will keep their places in the front 
rank.

The Value of Fame.

Georgians in the Revolution. 

A letter from Mr. T. E. Massengale, of 
Norwood, contains some facts of interest 
to Georgians. Says he: 

Some time ago I saw a letter from Mrs. 
Margaret B. Harvey asking for informa- 
tion in regard to the unknown Georgia he- 
roes of the revolutionary war of 1776. I 
can furnish a little information copied from 
the tomb of my great-grandfather, Captain 
Thomas White, who was a captain in the 
war of 1776. , 

The inscription which follows was copied 
by the Hon. John H. Scott, of Wightsboro, 
Ga., who was twice a member of the legis- 
lature sffice the late war from McDuffle 
county: 

“OUR FATHER, THOMAS WHITE. 
“Born in Dublin City, April, 1753. 
“Emigrated to this place in 1773. 

*‘Married to our mother in 1776. 

“Was fighting for liberty over these hills 
in 1777, and left the field not a captive, but 
a conquerer, in April, 1844.’’ 

My great-grandfather lived and died in 
Wightsboro, as you will see. He command- 
ed a fort in the histgric old town of Wights- 
boro, and when a small boy forty years 
ago, long after he died, I, with my school- 
mates, have picked out numbers of round 
musket balis from the big logs forming the 
ola fort. The old tort was a large, heavily- 
built log structure, and the old captain, af- 
ter peace was declared, would never leave 
it, but lived and dled there. I presume 
some of the remains of the fort are still 
intact, although I haven’t seen it in forty 
years, but will say this much, there are yet 
old citizenS in Wightsboro who remember it. 
White’s history of Georgia gives no account 
of this fort. What does Bill Arp know 
about it? He is a walking encyclopedia.

Mell Branch, of Belzelia, Ga., quit the 
all cotton plan of farming several years ago 
and commenced raising his genuine rattle- 
snake watermelons on a small seale and 
has from year to year increased it until 
his watermelon industry has become one of 
his main crops. The demand for “Branch’s 
genuine rattlesnake’ seed has become 
so large that the sale of his melone is 
now of secondary consideration. Last year 
Mr. Branch sold about 1,000 pounds of these 
seed and could not supply the demand for 
them. Although the season has just opened, 
he has already sold 400 pounds. Mr. Branch 
carefully selects his seed and in order to 
insure the purity of his strain will not per- 
mit any variety other than his genuine rat- 
tlesnake to be grown on his plantation.

The money which the United States 
loses annually through the want of a mer- 
chant marine is $200,000.00, 

Every decade we throw away $2,000,000,000 
in hiring English, German and French 
ship-owners to do our transportation for 
us. 

Yet in the face of this national prodi- 
gality, which it has taken munificent re- 
sources to stand, we talk of hard times 
on the one hand and of the want of profit- 
able investment on the other. 

Our farmers pursue the most wasteful 
policy in the world, equally reckless in 
every section, and equally careless of the 
value of small things. 

Our mineral developers are crude and 
extravagant almost without exception. 

Our people with money throw away hun- 
dreds of millions annually in Europe, when 
within our own limits there are oppor- 
tunities of travel unrivaled by any other 
country. 

Reaching port with a surplus after this 
carelessness and extravagance, we pay out 
$200,000,000 annually to other people for our 
freightage alone, not to speak of pleasure

The manner in which American trade 


abroad is handicapped is illustrated by a 
recent happening in connection with the 
Chicago and Great Northern, which has 
just established theadquarters in Atlanta. 
Mr. James J. Hill, president of that road, 
says that while in Seattle he saw an order 
from a Chinese house in Hong Kong ask- 
ing for figures on a single order of 500,000 
barrels of flour to be delivered there. Who 
was to carry it? He stated that his road 
had refused over 60,000 tons of steel con- 
signed to oriental ports, because even the 
American roads could not secure ships with 
which to carry it over the Pacific. All 
ships of foreign register owe their first 
duty to the country whose flag they carry, 
and while the Canadian Pacific road can 
make certain connection to the orient, the 
American Pacific lines have to haggle 


about and,make the best terms they can. 
SEs 


Now, a look into the exports from this 
country will show at a glance the impor- 
tance of assured transportation for our 
produce, There were shipped from the 
Pacific coagt during the first nine months 
of 1898, wheat and flour to the amount of 
18,833,531 bushels. One American vessel 
went from the north Pacific, carrying a 
little over 100,000 bushels, and one from 
Portland with 172,000. Not one took a 
grain of the American product out of San 
Francisco. Of all that vast amount, only 
this trifling portion was carried by our 
own ships. The rest of the business went 
to the foreigner, and five-sixths of it is 
controlled by the ship-owners of Great. 
Britain. In the first seven months of 1898, 
ovr exports to Japan increased over 57 
per cent- as compared with the same 
months in 1897. The total exports to China 
last August were valued at $1,432,211 as 
against only $770,595 for August, 1895. This 
is a rate of increase prodigious, phenome- 
nal; yet it is likely to be maintained for 
gomé years to come, becavse the demands 
of those people are as yet unmeasured, 
and they have only just begun to seek sat- 


iefaction for them here. 
- 


The situation in the orient has been well 
summed up by President Frazar, of the 
American Asiatic Association. As to China, 
he declares that we have found that the 
sudden and unwarranted steps taken by 
certain European nations by seizing and 
holding for their own benefits large tracts 
of Chinese territory would result in much 
danger to our present and prospective large 
trade interests, conducted on the whole, 
under existing treaties with China. for over 


‘half a century—our first treaty dating back 


to 1844—with very fair satisfaction. We 
have within the past twenty-five years had 
ample proof to convince us that certain 
concessions secured generally without the 
free and cordial approval of the real own- 
ers of the territory appropriated, and to 


| be afterwards worked under the modern ti- 


tle of “Spheres of Influence,’’ have not been 
in the interests of American trade. What 
American merchants require for the main- 
tenance and development of their trade 
with China are open ports, under their 
treaties, without any outside restriction or 
interference. 

With Japan our trade shows a wonderful 
increase within the past five years; but at 
the present time, through the severe mone- 
tary stringency existing throughout that 
empire, it has received a marked check, and 


| 


will likely take some time to recover itself. 
A change in the Japanese tariff took place 
on the Ist of January, the rates of duty on 
imports from this country being on the 
average about doubled. All export duties 
have been abolished, while the difference 
between increase in imports and free ex- 
ports is believed by the Japanese officiais 
to be largely in their favor financially. Our 
new treaty with Japan takes effect in June, * 
1899, when that most important clause in the 
Old treaties—existing from the time of 
Commodore Perry's first negotiations in 1894, 
viz., the exterritorial, will be abolished 
and our citizens who have heretofore en- 
joyed the great privileges of our American 
consular courts wil] come under the jurtse- 
diction of the Japanese local courts. Mueh 
anxiety and doubt exists as to the future 
results to be realized under this new treaty. 
xis 3 

The most dangerous situation exists on 
the Siberian frontier, where Russian in- 
fluence has reached down through almost 
one-half of China. The province of Man- 
ohuria, one of the best for trading pur- 
poses on the whole continent, has really 
been incorporated into Russian territor.. 
Specia] rates and even free transportation 
into this country is one of the purposes 
of the trans-Siberian railroad. This being 
the case, shippers of other nations seeking 
to make use of this road/will be at a dis- 
advantage, besides which the most prohib- 
itive tariffs fade into insignificance. This 
fact Dut enlhances:the value of the Pacific 
ocean and should make of it the scene of 
the world’s greatest commercial battles. 
Russian policy in China can be best judged 
of by her policy elsewhere. While the 
czar’s government proclaims that the door 
will be held open for the commerce of the 
world, it cannot be forgotten that the same 
promise was as emphatically made upon 
the absorption of Batoum, where, notwith- 
standing, customs duties are now as rig- 
orously collected as in any other part ‘of the 


empire. 
It was only the other day that there was 


published a communication from our con- 
sul at Canton, in which a note of warning 
was sounded in regard to Russian influence 
in Chinese markets. Dr. Bedloe pointed 
out, with obvious justice, that the impor- 
tance to American marmufacturers of the 
Russian efforts to obtain territorial con- 
cessions from China might be guaged by 
the resujt of Russia’s action in other 
parts of Asia, in his judgment “Russia’s 
success in Central Asia in pushing her 
products ahead of her rivals will undoubted- 
ly be repeated in China, with a result se- 
rious to us where our trade interests clash 
with hers in cotton goods, kerosene and 
flour.’”’ 


To the men with entton to sell, as well as 
to the one who has iron, wheat or mineral 
oils, fogether with all thé manufactured’ 
products thereof, these facts become of ab- 
sorbing interest when he learns that upon 
their solution depends the price of his 
product. If the American people were insu- 
lar, raising just enough cotton for ciothing 
and wheat for bread, we might be indiffer- 
ent to all these things, but instead we are 
a nation of manufacturers. Every man who 
raises even one pound of goods for sale 
becomes thereby a partner in this great 
firm of exportation. He is interested in the 
development of markets, tn the means of 
transportation by which that market is to 
be reached, and in getting in upon the very 
lowest floor possible. The cotton raiser, 
the grain raiser, the meat raiser, the cval 
and iron miner—whether in the counting 
room or out in field or in mine, are all mem- 
bers of this mammoth association, which 
has goods to sell, and wants the most 
money for it. At once the granary and the 
stcrehouse of the world, we are entitled to 
all the results which follow.

MEETINGS OF UNIVERSALISTS. 


Dr. I. M. Atwood Chose for His Text 
Last Night, Titus ii, 11-14—His 
Definition of Motive. 

The topic of Dr. I. M. Atwood’s second 
discourse last night in the second week of 
meetings was ‘“The Universalist Motive in 
Religion.’”’ He chose for his text Titus ii, 
11-14. He defined motive to be the rea- 
son or ground in view of which any one 
acts. It is often defined to be that which 
But the motive does 
not move a man. He moves himself in 
view of the motive or reason for doing so. 
The question before them, he said, was

what ts the true and proper motive for 
choosing a religious life, becoming a disci- 
ple of Jesus, joining the church? Many 
and differing reasons are given. It.is said, 
for instance, that all should do this because 
it is pleasing to God. He is our kind Heav- 
enly Father. He has done much for us, is 
doing more than we can measure every day, 
Dr. Atwood continued: 


“We dhould in’ decency if not in gratitude 


try to please Him. Let us, then, enlist un- 
der the banner of His well-beloved Son. 
This is a motive and a worthy one. But 
it can only, be sufficient when it pleases us 
as well as Him. If His pleasure and our 
pleasure coincides so that we do what He 
desirés because we also sincerely desire it, 
our action is on a high plane, but not the 
highest. 

“Again, we may choose the service of God 
because we know or believe the conse- 
quences, here or hereafter, will be unspeak- 
ably sad and awful to us if we do not. 
This is the motive commonly appealed to 
in religion. It cannot be doubted that it is 
a motive and a powerful motive to such as 
believe the situation to be ag represented.’’ 

Dr. Atwood presented the scheme and the 
terrible alternatives as they are set down 
in the great historic creeds of Christendom. 
He then showed that this motive is losing 
its force as a practical power with men, 
because they do not any tonger believe the 
alternative to be as the theory represents. 
In the next place, he said, if it were believed 
and were practically powerful it would not 
be a religious motive. Personal safety is a 
legitimate end of action. But the man who 
adopts it must not delude himself with 
the notion that he is serving God or fol- 
lowing Jesus Christ. He is simply practic- 
ing prudence. 

The true and proper motive to a religious 
life is suggested in the text. It is what 
man, all men, were made for. The reason 
why we are to live soberly, righteously 
and god!ty is becauge all men were made to 
live that way. Tthhis is in analogy with the 
motives offered in all fields of endeavor 
and with the entire scheme of nature. The 
point was illustrated from various sources. 
This, said the speaker, is the motive on

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ODDS AND ENDS OF NEWS 


AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


A number of important witnesses appear- 
ed before the committee of investigation fo 
the geological survey at the two sessions 
held yesterday at the capitol. The nature of 
the evidence introduced, it is understood, 
was altogether on the side of the geological 
survey and in praise of the head of the 
department, Professor Yeates. Among the 
witnesses yesterday was Mr. George W. 
Sciples, of this city, who told fully of his 
dealings with the department of geology 
and also as to his knowledge of minerals. 
Mr. Sciples, so it was stated by @ member 
of the investigating committee, was of the 
opinion the geological survey was of vast 
importance to the state and his testimony 
produced an impression upon the commit- 
tee. 

Mr. George W. Harrison and Colonel John 
S. Prather, of the Franklin Printing Com- 
pany, were also among the witnesses in the 
morning and from their knowledge of the 
bulletins issued by the survey and which 
passed through their hands, they were able 
to tell the committee much of the practical 
results that had been accomplished by the 
department. Their testimony showed the 
value of the department and the good done 
by aid of the bulletins published by the 
geological department. 

Mr. H. Macaulay, an assistant of Profes- 
sor Yeates, was also called to the stand 
and was closely examined by the members 
of the committee. It is thought that the 
testimony will all be in by the last of this 
week, but it is still undecided whether the 
committee will continue its sessions until 
the report is drafted or adjourn for a week 
at the conclusion of the evidence. 

A number of the members of the commit- 
tee are in favor of adjourning, as they de- 
sire to return to the their homes before 
the first of next week. It is probable that 
the fate of the geological survey wil] not 
be known for fully two weeks. 


The county authorities of Putnam are 
calling on Governor Candler for a supply 
of vaccine points, and it is feared that an 
epidemic of smallpox will break out in that 
section unless stringent measures are pre- 
served by the authorities.

Telegrams have been coming in 
from Putnam since the first of the week 
informing the governor of the cases of 
smal]ipox that had developed, and indicating 
that the disease had been taken by some 
of the physicians for something else. 

The communication yesterday, however, 
indicates that the spread of the contagious 
disease is on the increase, and Governor 
Candler promptly notified the ordinary of 
Putnam county that he had instructed a 
drug firm in this city to furnish him with 
all the vaccine points required. 

There is believed, however, to be little 
chance of the smallpox sprea®ing to any 
extent in the town of Eatonton, as all the 
suspicious cases have been removed to the 
pesthouse at the outskirts of the town. 
Because of this’ appearance of smallpox in 
the vicinity of the state asylum the offi- 
cials have decided to admit no visitors for 
the present and have sent out notices ac- 
cordingly. 

The telegrams from Putham are not the 
only ones received by the governor indi- 
cating the spread of smallpox in the State, 
but in a number of counties adjoining Put- 
nam cases Of the disease have been de- 
tected and the governor notified by the 
county authorities. The cases are only 
few, however, and there is no fear that 
smallpox will become general in these coun- 
ties. 

It is the duty of the governor of the state 
in case any contagious disease is detected 
to furnish the county authorities with the 
means of checking the outbreak at once. 

The application for such aid from the 
state must be made through the county 
commissioners or the ordinary, and not 
through the representatives of any munici- 
pal government. It is presumed by the 
state that the authorities of a city are able 
to take steps for the prevention of disease 
of their own accord, and only where the ap- 
plication is made through the ordinary or 
other county officer does the state send aid. 

An application was received from the 
mayor of a town in the southern portion 
of the state yesterday for a supply of vac- 
cine points to be sent at once, but the 
official was notified by the governor that 
the application would have to come through 
the county authorities. 

Representative Martin V. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond county, was in the city yesterday, 
having come up for the day in the interest 
of insurance companies of Augusta. Mr. 
Calvin spent some little time in the office 
of the secretary of state examining the 
insurance bill introduced by him at the 
last session of the legislature, and called 
on several of the state officials at the cap- 
*. regard to his mission in the city, Mr. 
Calvin was silent, stating that he was here 
on private business, He remarked, with a 
smile, that he was not a member of the 
tax commission, and seemed to regard the 
work ahead of that commission as arduous 
and trying in the extreme. 

“We have our hands full of United States 
soldiers down in Augusta,” he said, ‘‘and 
the presence of so many troops has a much 
better effect on the city than some of us 
thought it would have. 

“General Young’s corps, as you know, 
is composed largely of volunteers, and we 
find them on the whole a good class of men, 
who have taken a strong liking to the south 
and particularly to Augusta. 

“Then the business of the city is begin- 
ning to feel the effect of the large amount 
of money brought'to Augusta by the United 
States government for paying off the men 
in camp, and things seem to be on @ 
boom that we hope will last after the troops 
are finally withdrawn.” 


Mr. Calvin finished his business in the 


city yesterday afternoon and returned to 
Augusta last night.

to the tax collector. Judging from the na- 
ture of the communication, it seems that 
the person in Mexico desires to have a 
tabulated stacement showing the lay of 
all the lands so that he can come over at 
his leisure and take what seems to him 
best, 

No record of any unclaimed land 
is to be found in the archives 
of the secretary of state for the reason that 
the state claims no Ownership in such 
property. When property of the unclaimed 
kind turns up, it is necessary for the person 
claiming it to first have it surveyed at his 
own expense in~the presence of the adjoin- 
ing land owners, and after the fact that 
the land has never been returned for taxa- 
tion has been duly sworn to, the state will 
then grant a title to the person laying 
claim to it. 

It is necessary, of course, for the claimant 
to be a citizen of the state before he can 
come into possession of property in such a 
manner. The letter from the person in 
Ciudad Juarez, Mexico, has never been 
answered so far as known, but the officials 
half expect another Communication from 
him directing that all the unclaimed lands 
be surveyed and fenced in at once, and the 
title thereto sent to him in Mexico. 


Governor Candler Was yesterday asked by 
the authorities of Colquitt county to make 
requisition on the state of Plorida for the 
person of L. J. Conoly, accused and in- 
dicted by the grand jury of that county for 
larceny after trust. Conoly thas evaded the 
officers of Colquitt county for some weeks, 
but they have at last been notified that he 
has taken refuge in the northern part o 
Florida. The requisition was signed by the 
governor and secretary of state yesterday 
afternoon, and the papers turned over to 
J. S. Fisher, sheriff of Colquitt county, 


Secretary of State Phil Cook, who was 
detained at his home in the city for the 
greater part of the day Tuesday by the 
serious illness of his son, was again at his 
desk yesterday. He is busily engaged in 
sending out pensions for the indigent in the 
state, and since the first of the week has 
got off a daily average of about $2,500 a 
day in this way. To each indigent in the 
pay of the state the amount of $60 is sent 
annually at the first of the year. 

After the list of indigents has been com- 
pleted, that of the widows. of confederate 
veterans will be taken up, 
branch of the pension list the sum of $230,000 
is set aside. The last pensions to be paid 
by the state will be those to the maimed 
soldiers and the different departments at 
the capitol through which each pension has 
to go have no idea that the work will finally 
be completed before the first of the summer.

He announces that the work at Milledge- 
ville will soon be under way, and that sites 
have been selected for the woman’s prisén 
building as well as tbat for the men. Both 
Luildings are to be pift tear the center of 
the farm, and an excéllefit place has been 
chosen in the grounds for the structures. 

General Evans explained that it was the 
purpose of the commissioners to make the 
farm self-supporting by employing on it the 
labor of the state convicts, and that nothing 
would be lost in the control of the farm 
that could bring the state anything for its 
support. ; 

General Evans returned to Milledgeville 
last evening, where he will join the other 
commissioners in completing the work of 
investigation, . 


The national military convention to be 
held in Tampa, Fla., February 8th, gives 
promise of being largely attended by repre- 
sentatives of the state militia in the south, 
and from other parts of the country. 

At the convention the status of the state 
military organizations will be fully dis- 
cussed, and it is thought probable that a 
number of important questions relating to 
the treatment of state organizations by the 
government, that volunteered as a whole, 
will be taken up by the coming convention.

CITY DISCONTINUES THE USE OF THE 
CREMATORY AT DUMPING GROUNDS 


Board of Health Decided Yesterday To Send Garbage to the Lester 
Plant Near the Old Mineral Spring 


If Satisfactory the Garbage Will Be Hauled 
fo New Plant in Future, 


OLD CREMATORY WILL BESHUT DOWN 


It Is Believed That the Long Garbage 
Hauls Are at an End—Lester 
Will Get $16 a Day for 
Consuming City 
Garbage. 


The board of health held an important 
called meeting at the city hall at 4 o’clock 
yestéfday afternoon. Chief among the top- 
ics considered was the crematory question. 
It was decided to close down the crematory 
now in use by the city at the dumping 
grounds for the present, and to send the 
garbage of all classes to the new crematory 
recently erected by Mr. Frank Lester and 
others hear the old minera] spring. 

It has been the intention of the board of 
health for some time to dispense, if poss!i- 
ble, with the long and expensive hauls nec- 
essary to convey the garbage from the city 
to the dumping grounds. The committee 
recently appointed by the board to investi- 
gate the expenditures with a view to re- 
ducing the same, reported that the only 
means to bring about economy in the de- 
partment was to establish central crema- 
tories and discontinue the long hauls. The 
board recommended to council that a sum 
be appropriated for a central crematory, 
and every effort has been made by the 
sanitary officials to materialize this plan. 

Mr. Lester erected a crematory at his own 
expense as an experiment. This crematory 
is said to be in good working order, and 
Mr. Lester made the board of health a 
proposition yesterday afternoon to consumé 
the garbage for a period of thirty days. 
The proposition was accepted with certain 
conditions and alterations and the garbage 
will be hauled to the Lester crematory at 
once. It is the opinion of the city officials 
that this means a permanent discontinuance 
of the dumping grounds plant as well as a 
great saving to the city. 

Mr. Lester’s Proposition. 

The proposition of Mr. Lester, submitted 

in writing, was as follows: 


Atlanta, Ga., January 25, 1899.—Cap- 
tain John A. Miller, President Board 
Health, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: In be- 
half of myself and asseciates, I make 
the following proposition to the board 
Tdr burning the garbage of the city for 
a period of thirty days: We will burn 
in a furnace, which we have erected 
in the city near the old mineral spring, 
al] -the combustible garbage or waste 
material, suchas is now gathered from 
the streets and buildings of the city, in- 
cluding night soil; you to deliver the 
same to us at this furnace. We will do 
this at the same cost to the city that 
is now paid for burning about one-fifth 
of the garbage and burying and dump- 
ing the balance. That is, we will do 
this work for what it now costs the city _ 
for fuel and labor at its crematory, in- 
cluding pit men and two road men. We 
are advised by Chief Ifispector Lowry 
this amounts to $26 per day. We will 
do the work to the satisfaction of your 
board. We make this proposition in 
order to secure an opportunity to demon- 
strate. the practical working of our fur- 
nace. Yours truly, J. F. LESTER. 


In case it is clearly demonstrated to the 
authorities in this thirty days that the Les- 
ter crematory will do the necessary work, 
it is altogether probable that the city will 
either make a permanent contract with 
Mr. Lester or will purchase the plant out- 
right and use it for the future. 

Will Get $16 a Day. 

The board would not consent to give Mr. 
Lester $2% a day. The members thought 
that as the actual cost of running the cre- 
matory alone amounted to about $16 a day, 
that this was a sufficient sum to pay Mr. 
Lester. The capacity of the crematory at 
the dumping grounds is only thirty tons 
a day. The capacity of the new crematory 
is 200 tons a day. Under the present con- 
ditions, therefore, the crematory at the 
dumping grounds will not consume all the 
garbage and night soil from the city. 

There were several conditions stipulated 
in the motion to allow Mr. Lester 
the garbage passed yesterday | 
One was that so far as practicable Mr. 
Lester should employ the men now working 
at the city crematory so that in case the 
new crematory might fail to work success- 
fully the city would not have to secure oth- 
er men to do the work it is now doing 
at the dumping grounds. The board did not 
wish to throw these men out of employ- 
ment, as they are experienced laborers 
and ft would be hard to replace them 
should they secure employment elsewhere. 

It was also stipulated that the owners 
of the new crematory shouM stand all re- 
sponsibility of damages to adjacent proper- 
ty. All that the city is required to do is 
to haul the garbage to the crematory. The 
municipal responsibility ends there. The 
new company guarantees to consume the 
garbage in a manner perfectly satisfactory

city and will probably solve the problem of 
running the department on the greatly re- 
duced appropriation of this year. The board 
of health had to meet the cut some way, 
and this was the only possible method ex- 
cept to reduce the force. This would have 


greatly impaired the efficiency of the de- 


partment. Under the new garbagé plan, 
Chief Inspector Lowry will be able to dis- 
pose of the city’s refuse better than ever 
before, it is thought, and can keep the 
city cleaner because so much more gar- 
bage can be hauled considering the com- 
paratively short distance. 

Chiet Lowry stated yesterday that he 
would not need so many carts and wagons 
as heretofore. For the present the driv- 
ers and helpers on the carts not needed 
will be put to cleaning the streets. As soon 
as the city is in better sanitary condition 
it is probable a number of the employees 
will be dispensed with, provided the new 
crematory is a permanency. Until the new 
plan is in working order it will be impossi- 
ble to determine just exactly how much 
will be saved every year. 

Will Advertise for Bids. 

Dr. Jones was the only member on the 
board who opposed ‘giving the new crem- 
atory $16 a day. He thought $10 was suffi- 
cient. He stated the city should get as 
much out of the experiment as possible; 
that the new crematory was merely a pri- 
vate investment on the part of Mr. Lester 
and his associates, and that the people 
should share the profits. When the ques- 
tion was brought to a vote Dr. Jones voted 
“no.” Dr. Benson, Mr, Pope and Mayor 
Woodward voted affirmatively. President 
Miller suggested the $16 plan and the ma- 
jority of the board agreed with him, 

Dr. Jones later introduced a resolution 
requiring the secretary of the board to ad- 
vertise for bids for the disposition of the 
Garbage. He stated several gentlemen had 
approached him wanting to bid for the con- 
tract when the opportunity was given. Dr. 
Jones thought that the bidding might de- 
velop some plan for disposing of the gar- 
bage even better and cheaper than had yet 
been suggested. The resolution was unan- 
imously adopted and the advertisements

Bank Filed Yesterday Morning. 


JUDGE LUMPKIN SIGNS DECREE 


Will Reimburse the Guarantors and 
Distribute Funds Among 
Receivers.

“ne report of the reéververs of ‘the Mer- 
chants’ bank was filed in the clerk’s of- 
fice yesterday morning. Tihe report shows 
an itemized account of the receipts and 
disbursements of the receivers and the to- 
tals. 

The report shows that $479,698.04 was re- 
ceived by the receivers and $463,272.01 dis- 
bursed. This leaves a balance on hand of 
$16,426.08. Judge. Lumpkin signed. a judg- 
ment yesterday allowing the five guarantors 
of the bank who advanced money for the 
institution to pay its obligations to receive 
$50,000, the amount advanced. The guaran- 
tors were George Winship, T. L. Langston, 
A. D. Adair, estate of I. M. Veach and one 
other. 

All the other assets except $101 are allow- 
ed to be distributed among the receivers. 
This is the final wind up of the affairs of 
the old Merchants’ bank, which, up to the 
time of its failure, was considered one of 
the soundest financial institut#ons in the 
city. It was in active operation for over 
twenty years and did an immense and 
profitable business during that time. 

Tihe bank failed in 1894 with large assets 
that could not be realized upon at the 
time. The depositors were paid off in full 
and all other obligations were met as they 
came due. 

The receivers, J. G. Oglesby, T. L. Langs- 
ton and George W. Scott, handled the af- 
fairs of the bank with great care and li- 
quidated every claim as rapidly as possible. 
The place of business was on Alabama 
street. Mr. J. H. Porter, for many years 
the president of the bank, died soon after 
fis failure.

urrs. Annie Ward, the wife of Wi'liam 
Ward, who works for the Southern rail- 
way, was forcibly taken from her home, 
No. 332 Smith street, yesterday morning by 
Mounted Policemen Eduteman and Harry 
White, to keep her from killing her hus- 
band and children. The woman was a rav- 
ing maniac. 

It is a pitiful and pathetic case. William 
Ward is a hard wWorking mechanie and 
makes a good living for his wife and three 
bright little children, The home was one 
which has been particularly blessed. Sud- 
denly, and without any apparent cause, 
Mrs. Ward’s reason became dethroned. 
She imagined that her next door neighbor 
was trying to kill ‘her and her children. Her 
husLand, not dreaming at first that his 
wife’s mind was deranged, laughed at her 
and tried to argue her out of her foolish 
thoughts. This enraged her and she final- 
ly declared that Mr. Ward was in league 
with her enemies and that he also wished 
to kill the children. She talked of killing 
the chiidren herse!f to get them out of the 
way. 

Mr. Ward, who is a man cf domestic 
habits and one who loves his family de- 
votedly, ‘kept the affair a secret as joug as 
he could, not earing to let the outside 
world know of his terrible calamity and 
hoping that his wife might recover her 
senses. 

Night before last she became so yiolent 
that he had to hold her. She fought like a 
demon and he had to hide the children in 
a neighbor’s house and keep out of sight 
himself. 

Yesterday morning he decided to call in 
police aid and the two mounted officers 
went to his house. Mrs. Ward had grown 
quiet, but there was stil! the gleam of the 
maniac in her eyes. The three little chil- 
dren were huddled up around a fire in an 
adjoining room to that occupied by the 
mother, whoch rocked herself violently in a 
chair. 5 

The officers saw that Mr. Ward did not 
wish to speak to his wife or molest her, 
and they spoke to her. She refused to go to 
the police barracks, saying that she had 
done nothing and was not crazy. She was 
told that she was wanted as a witness 
against the neighbors who had been Loth- 
ering her, but she replied that she would 
send her evidence to the judge in writing. 

Finding persuasion useless. the. officers 
finally carried her forcibly to the patrol 
wagon and sent the unfortunate woman te 
the barracks, where she was placed in the 
lunatic’s cell. 

The officers stated that it was the saddest 
breaking up of a happy family they ever 
witnessed. The youngest child, an infant, 
was sleeping in its cradle when the crazed 
mother was taken from the house. 

Mrs. Ward will be taken beiore the ordi- 
nary on a writ of lunacy and will be sent 
to the state lunatic asylum. 


Killed by Overturning Car.

Board of Education, Holds Regular 
Meeting Today.

TO DISCUSS MANY MATTERS 


It Is Probable That Important Ques- 
tions Will Be Settlei at This 
| Session.

The regular monthly meeting of the board 
of education will’ be held this afternoon 
at 4 o'clock in the Boys’ High schoo! build- 
ing. At this meeting Superintendent W. F. 
Slaton’s report wil] be presented to the 
board and matters of importance will be 
discussed. 

It is probable that one of the most im- 
portant, subjects to come before the mem- 
bers of the board will be the queStion of 
teachers’ salaries. It is thought that steps 
will be taken whereby it will not be neces- 
sary to cut the salaries the extra % per 
cent under the cut of last year, and it is 
expected that arrangements will be made 
so that the 7% per cent will remain the 
same. 

Judge J. G. Bloodworth, chairman of the 
finance committee of the board of educa- 
tion, said some time ago that if the ap- 
propriatten made for teachers’ salaries by 
the finance committee of council was not 
increased about $1,000 that the pay roll for 
the month of January, would be cut one- 
half of 1 per cent. This would bring the 
full cut to 8 per cent on the original salary 
figures. 

The finance committee of council appro- 
priated the same amount of money for 
teachers’ salaries this year as last, and 
the trouble originated from the fact that 
there were more teachers to be paid this 
year. It is thought that council will make 
the necessary additiona) appropriation. 

Another subject that will necessarily come 
before the board at the meeting this after- 
noon will be the matter of transferring 
children, who were promoted to other 
grades at the semi-annual examinations, 
to schools in other districts. These trans- 
fers have been made on account of the lack 
of seating accommodations and have caused 
considerable dissatisfaction among parents 
of children promoted. 

Superintendent Slaton and the principals 
of the various schools have done every- 
thing possible for a satisfactory solution 
of the problem, but some parents have 
taken their children out of schoo] alto- 
gether because they were not allowed to 
attend the same schools that they attended 
the first term. It is possible that the mat- 
ter of semi-annual promotions may be done 
away with until other schools are built. 

The regular annual report of the board 
of education is being arranged and will be 
put in the hands of the printer in a short 
while. It will probably not be issued for 
several months.

MAKES B16 SCOOP 
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His Company Gets Contract for Chicag 
Sanitary Dispesitien. 


LOWEST OF SEVENTEEN BIDS 


The Contract Is the Largest of This 
Character Ever Given. 


HE WILL DISPOSE OF 2,000 TONS A DAY 


Thackeray Incinerating and Fertilizer 
Company Was the Concern Which 
Was Awarded Contract. 


— 


Thomas E. Veal, formerly chief of the 
sanitary department of Atlanta, received 
yesterday the recommendation of the com- 
missioner of pullic works, of Chicago, on 
the bid of the Thackeray Incineration and 
Fertilizer Company, of San Francisco, for 
the collection and incineration of garbage, 
ashes and refuse in the city of Chicago. 

The bid of the company with which Mr. 
Veal is connected, and in which he is inter- 
ested, he having been presented with sev- 
enteen shares by the company several 
months ago, was $500,468. This was the iow- 
est of seventcen bids submitted to the com- 
missioner of public works from all portions 
of the country. Representatives of these 
companies have been in Chicago for several 
months endeavoring to obtain the contract, 
and the recommendation of the commission- 
er was what they were striving for, as the 
Chicago counci]| will undoubtedly accept his 
suggestion. 

The next lowest bid to the one submiged 
by the concern in which Mr. Veal is inter- 
ested, came from the Mulcaire Company, 
which, in combination with the Dixon Com- 
pany, both very large concerns, bid $510,000. 
Great interest was centered in the awarding 
of the contract for the collection and in- 
cineration of garbage, and the work of Mr. 
Veal in obtaining it will mark him as one 
of the most thoroughly posted sanitary men 
in the country. 

The bid of the Thackeray Company for 
incineration alone was $177,000 for one year. 
This was computed on the basis of 45 cents 
a ton, the lowest bid for incineration ever 
made in the United States. The Thackeray 
people are positive that they will be able to 
net themselves a fair sum on this bid, as 
their process of incineration is new and 
much of the expense connected with the old 
system is done away with. 

The contract awarded the Thackeray 
Company yesterday, through the efforts of 
Mr. Veal, is the largest contract for sani- 
tary disposition ever made. The company 
will dispose of about 2,000 tons of garbage 
a day, which will require a considerable 
force of laborers and the expenditure of a 
large sum in making necessary prepara- 
tions prior to beginning work.

New York, January 25.—By Associated 
Press: There was heavy specuiation at 
the cotton exchange again today. The de- 
cline of 2@2% points at Liverpool] caused 
active reaiizing on the opening call here, 
with a consequent decline of 1@5 points. It 
soon became apparent that heavy buying 
orders were in the market, and also shorts 
‘were eager to take advantage of any break 
in order to cover their contracts. Prices, 
therefore, quickly recovered, and the mar- 
ket showed activity. Buying on southern 
orders were a _ feature with preference 
Jargely directed toward May and August 
contracts. It was claimed that this buying 
was for covering short interests that were 
created before the boom in cotton com- 
menced. Other shorts covered freely. Par- 
ties with Liverpool connections sold moder- 
ately early in the session, but later they 
were buying cotton eagerly. The reaction 
in the opening decline was accelerated by 
indications of smalier receipts at the ports 
and the interior towns tomorrow; also by 
unfavorable yeather reports from the cot- 


ton belt, rain, sleet and snow being indi-. 


cated for the territory east of the Missis- 
sippi and cold weaher west of that line. 
Continued stability and activity in the 
southern spot markets, in cotton cloth mar- 
kets and in American spinning centers were 
also reported with the advices from Wall 
street indicating unabated speculative en- 
ergy in stocks. Throughout the _ session 
August contracts led the upward move- 
ment and was by all means the most active 
position on the list. As the market drew 
toward the close speculation § increased. 
Taking the day as a whole, it was one of 
encouraging conditions. There was no let- 
up in claims of backward farm work and 
scant buying of fertilizing material. The 
market was finally firm 7 to 11 points net 
higher.

EXTRAORDINARY SITUATION. 


Interesting Fireworks Lively When 
May and August Business Matures. 


From The Wall Street Journal, 

We have previously referred to those con- 
ditions of supply and demand whic point- 
ed inevitably to higher prices for cotton. 
We find in conversation with leading mem- 
bers of the cotton trade that there are other 
considerations of a technical market char- 
acter which are thought to have even great- 
er weight than those before given, 

It is perfectly understood in phe cotton 
trade that this city is not naturBlly a dis- 
tributive point for raw cotton, land that, 
owing to our restrictive navigat ] 
and the high rates charged for ocean t¥ans- 
portation on our native coastwise steam- 
ers, cotton is taken to Liverpool from south- 
ern ports almost as cheaply as it can be 
landed in New York, So many mills have 
been established ‘n the northern section 
of the cotton belt in the last few years that 
much of the cotton that normally came to 
New York is now consumed almost in the 
fields where it was produced. The resuit 
of these factors has been to constantly 
diminish the supply of spot cotton in New 
York, to make its price more high and to 
make the price of cotton futures in thig 
market relatively higher than that of any 
other market in the world. This in turn 
has made the New York market the one 
above all others in which the sellers and 
hedgers against actual cotton sougint tu 
make their sales. 

The result is at present that there is a 
short interest of enormous dimensions in 
this market against actual cotton in Liver- 
pool, New Orleans and all over the world: 
and at the same time there is less actual 
cotton in store here than in any other 
place in the world. So confident have these 
sellers been of a 12,000,000 bale crop of cot- 
ton that they have allowed the supply of 
actual cotton here against their sales to 
dwindle to ridiculously small proportions. 
The supply of January, for instance, is 
now discovered to be not more than one- 
third of the contracts which have been sold 
against it, and it is obvious that these seil- 
ers have only luck to thank that a corner 
of a very unpleasant character has not been 
operated against them. ‘ 

To avoid an actual loss, those short of 
January cotton are new transferring their 
contracts into May and August, adding of 
course materially to the very large short 
interest already existing in those months. 
By the end of this month there will proba- 
bly be a short interest in May and August 
of nearly 2,000,000 bales of cotton, repre- 
senting sales from every quarter of the 
globe, and it seems highly probable that 
the year is likely to witness some very in- 
teresting cotton fireworks when the May 
and August business matures.

LIVERPOOL WAS DISAPPOINTING 


Put Something of Damper on Bull tn- 
thuslasm at Start 


WALL STREET SENT BUYING ORDERS 


Prices Bounded Upward—Some of the 
Gayness of Spirit Touched Trad- 
ers in Corn and Oats and 
They Closed Some 
Higher.

Chicago, January 25.—The Wali street 
deal in wheat merrily continued its upward 
course today, and some of the gayness of 
spirit touched the traders in corn and oats. 
M wheat, after a slight dip early, closed 
1%8 higher. Corn left off at an advance of 
5-Xc. Oats were benefited %%45-8c. Provis- 
ions are about unchanged. 

The early Liverpool cables showed that 
market was making but little response to 
the advance here yesterday, and this put 
scmething of a damper on bull enthusiasm 
at the start in wheat. May opened 4@3-8c 
lower at 72 7-8@73c, and with more gellers 
than buyers it sunk slowly to 72 5-8. At 
that point, however, Wall street bulls sent 
buying orders and the price soon bridged 
the gap between 72 5-8 and yesterday’s Clos- 
ing quotations of 73%c. Chicago receipts 
were 138 cars, against 27 a year ago, and 
Minneapolis and Duluth got 356 cars com- 
pared with 257 for the corresponding day 
the previous year. Aggregate receipts at 
western primary morkets were 662,000 bush- 
els, against 304,000 a year ago. The compara- 
tively ‘heavy receipts were as little regarded 
as the unsympathetic character of the: Liv- 
erpool market. The bulls in wheat, para- 
phrasing a well-known rhyme, altered to 
apply to present conditions of heavy re- 
ceipts, were individually saying: 

‘What care I how much they be, g. 
While Wall street buyers stick to me. 

With that refrain in mind and the de- 
sired evidence that New York b@ying or- 
ders could still be relied upon they hoisted 
May wheat to 7354c before the session was 
two hours old. Clearances of wheat and 
flour from Atlantic and gulf ports were 
equal to 418,000 bushels, considerably under 
their recent volume, but that and every- 
thing else, suggestive of caution in buying 
was disregarded. A report ‘was current 
about half an hour from the ciose that 
120 boat loads of wheat had been taken at 
the seaboard for export, and on that infor- 
mation, which would if correct have justi- 
fied all the prevailing bullishness and en- 
couraged more the price of May was run up 
rapidly from around 73% to 74 3-8c. It had 
previously sold “as hign as T4c, but had 
reacted 4c on some profit-taking. The re- 
port of the heavy export proved too good 
to be true, and the price sold quickly back 
again to 73% on a contradiction. It was 
discovered that instead of 120 boat iouds 
of wheat being disposed of for export the 
message should have read 120,000 bushels 
corn. That the market, however, was run- 
ning on lines thoroughly independent of ex- 
port business or other such ancient tradi- 
tions was quickly demonstrated. The price 
was on the boom again with the crowd 
growing frantic in an endeavor to take on 
fresh obligations, and as the bell sounded 
the end of the session May wheat was 
selling at 75c with several buying orders left 
unfilled. 

Corn received a good speculative support, 
and was strong in the main after a short 
period of weakness at the start. The mar- 
ket could not help being influenced by the 
bullishness of wheat, and made the best 
prices near the close. Old time bull leaders 
came into the market again and bought 
heavily. A dispatch from New York said 
the demand from the continent was better 
than at any time for a month and at a 
higher premium for spot than previously. 
Receipts were 408 cars. May opened %@'4c 
lower at 374%4@37 5-8c and sold sparingly at 
37 3-8c. From that it rose to 38%c and closed 
at 38 3-8c seller.

Prime’s Weekly Crop Letter. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, January 2].—Certainly the raf!- 
roads of the west, northwest and south- 
west have no reason for complaint*on ac- 
count of the weather 1899 has so far 
given us. 

We have had no storms of snow to block- 
ade the tracks, no floods to wash them 
away. 

At no time since the opening of the pres- 
ent winter has the ground over all the sur- 
plus grain-growing states of the west been 
as free of snow as it is at the present time. 
The week closes up with clear skies, with 
country roads more or less broken up on 
account of the frost coming out of the 
ground, and with a very moderate move- 
ment of produce to grain centers. 

Farmers Still holding eir corn with 
great tenacity. West of the Mississippl, 
where they have been receiving 25 cents 
per bushel, they are now holding for 30 
cents, and it does not look as if we should 
see very much increase in corn receipts 
during the present month. About all the 
corn we are getting this winter is what is 
Known as “renters’ corn.’” But farmers 
who own their land are not selling practi- 
cally a bushel of corn. 


[I have paid more than usual] attention to | 


the corn situation during the present month 
Loth by extensive travel, observation and 
correspondence. I have come to these con- 
clusions: That we have a very largely over- 
estimated corn crop. The west and south- 
west are going to have very little, if any, 
corn to export on this crop. So far, accum- 
ulations of new corn in eribs at railroad 
stations are only nominal. There is consid- 
erable old corn of the crops of °% and ’97 
still at railroad stations in the far west. It 
is moving out very slowly, and feeders are 
taking it very freely for home consump- 
tion. 

The winter wheat has now been bare of 
snow, with the exception of the most north- 
ern areas, so far during the present month. 
From this reason alone the rtp is not is as 
good condition as it was thirty days ago. 
Of course, there is damage by freezing and 
thawing in different localities, of which the 
always expect to hear at this time of the 
year, when the winter wheat crop has been 
bare for so lang a time as it has been the 
present year. The supplies of winter wheat 
in farmers’ hands are getting lower than 
usual for the season of the year. Millers 
are doing a fair business. 

Taking all things into the consideration, 
the farmers have very little to complain of 
this winter in respect, and more than usual 
to Le thankful for. 

Country banks seem still to have plenty 
of money, but very little use for it. Farm- 
ers are generally payers rather than bor- 
rowers. The surplus in country banks Is 
likely to increase indefinitely as long as 
present conditions prevail.

later every one who goes from the United 
States to Cuba is going to have an dttack 
of malarial fever. It 4s impossible to és- 
cape. 

“There was one officer in the Fifth who 
had the fever regularly every twenty-one 
days and finally the surgeon gave him a 
dose of something or other and told him 
to take it regularly for six months. This 
had the desired effect. The highest num- 
ber from our regiment in the hospital at 
one time was 200, which occurred severai 
months ago. On the day of my departure 
we had sixty-five in the hospital. 

“Now, so far I have not had the fever, 
but when I go back I am likely to have it 
at any time. One thing is sure—I will have 
it. Colonel Henry B. Freeman, formerly 
lieutenant colonel of the Fifth, now com: 
manding the Twenty-fourth infantry, es- 
cxped the fever until the day preceding his 


departure. On that day he complained and 


the following day had the worst attack of 
chills and fever I ever saw. 

‘The Cubans are getting toned down won- 
derfully. They still run around armed with 
machetes, keeping up a semblance of dis- 
cipline, put it is slowly disappearing. There 
is little trouble between the Spaniards and 
Cubans. The latter Tealize that they have 
no opportunity for massacreing the Span- 
iards, 

“Everybody is singing the praises of Gen- 
eral Wood, our commander, He is a won- 
derful manager and is getting things in 
shape beautifully: The Fifth is now garrt- 
soned in the old Spanish barracks and we 
have our regular white brigade to do the 
cleaning. Everything is as neat as a pin. 
It would be death to have it any other 


way. 
“Well, to continue about Genera] Wood. 
The story was not sent out, I believe, but 
we had a regular Jabor day celebration in 
Santiago. General Wood told the Oubans 
that they were now American citizens and 
that the celebration of Labor Day was an 
American custom.

Local Freight Men Heard Nothing from 
Now York Yesterday. 


EARLY PEACE IS LOOKED FOR 


The Seaboard Is Getting the Cotton | 


Eo 


‘Without Any Competition. 


HOW THE MANIPULATING WAS DONE 


Bills of Lading Issued by the Initial 
Lines Were Taken Up and Des- 
tination Was Changed. 


No word was received yesterday up to the 
close of business by the Iccal railroad men 
from the New York meeting. 

The cotton rate meeting was not held yntil 
yesterday. All day the Jocal freight men 
waited, hoping to hear the result of the 
conference. 

The Seaboard’s cut to 20 cents per 100 
pounds from Atlanta and Athens to Ports- 
mouth has put an end for the present to 
the manipulations whieh were going on by 
way of Charleston, for the reason that 
there is no margin left for manipulation. 

It seems that one method used in cutting 
the rate by Charleston was to bill cotton 
out of Afhens for Johnson, N. H. Johnson 
is a point which takes a high arbitrary rate 
from Boston, but there is no cotton mill at 
Johhson. The people of that little village 
would not know a bale of cotton if they 
found one in the street. There never wasa 
bale of cotton in Johnson, and it is doubtful 
if there was ever as much ag ten pounds of 
raw cotton in the county at one time. 

The road which accepted the cotton at 
Athens for Johnson, would issue a bill of 
lading to the Augusta Luyer. He would 
send it to one of the agents of a connecting 
line, either railroad or steamship. The 
agent would take up that bill of lading and 
issue in its place another for Fall River 
or some other cotton mill point which takes 
the same through rate as Boston. The 
agent would then notify his. office at 
Charleston or Boston of the change in des- 
tination and the settlement would be made 
with the buyer’s firm by one of the con- 
necting lines, either rail or water, or maybe 
both, 

If a railroad gave a rebate in this way, its 
officers were subject to fndictment and 
prosecution by the United States courts. 
[f the steamship company was alone re- 
sponsible for the manipulations it would 
escape, as the interstate commerce laws 
does not apply to water lines. 

It was the talk yesterday that the other 
roads were letting the SeaLoard take the 
cotton at 20 cents to Portsmouth. The 
Southern put in a twenty-cent rate to Pin- 
ner’s Point and it got permission from the 
Georgia railroad commission to cut to 14 
cents from Athens and Atlanta to Savan- 
nah, but it has not hauled any cotton at 
that rate. , 

The Central and the Georgia and the lat- 
ter’s’ connections have not announced a 
fourteen-cent rate to Savannah’ = and 
Charleston. They have been waiting for 
the New York meeting. 

The impression prevailed yesterday that 
the conference would result in patching up 
the war. Vice President W..W. Finley, of 


“the Southern railway, is one of the leading 


spirits in these conferences. He is conceded 
to be one of the fairest, most just, con- 
servative and able traffic managers in the 
country. It is understood that he favors 
an early readjustment of the situation and 
his counsel goes a long way in these meet- 
ings.! It is the Southern’s policy to concil- 
late and make concessions to competitors 
rather than try to bulldoze them. Power- 
ful as it is, the Southern has the reputation 
among railway men of treating the weak 
roads fairly and even making concessions 
to them rather than to attempt to force 
them into line. 

If the old rates are to be re-established 
as a result of the New York conference, 
it will take ten days’ notice before they 
can be restored. 


SEVEN CENTS PER MILE IN CUBA. 


High Charges Collected on a Railroad 
in Cuba. 

In a personal letter received by Mr. 
Thompson, assistant genera] superintendent 
of the Southern railway, yesterday the 
information is given that the distance from 
Cienfuegos to Havana is 189 miles, and 
that the rate each way for each passenger 
is $14.75. In addition to this a rate of $7.50 
is charged each passenger for each piece 
of baggage, making the total for one pas- 
senger and his trunk from Cienfuegos to 
Havana $22.25 for a trip of 189 miles. Yet 
some people in this country think that the 
transportation rates in the states are not 
low enough.

Master of Ceremonies John D. Welch

Mr. Best Responded Briefly, but Fer-

Besides the railroad men, a number of 
other citizens were present during the cere- 
mony, among them being Mayor Woodward, 
Police Commissioner Johnson, Arnold 
Broyles and Henry Durand. 

Mr. Welch’s speech was a very pleasing 
combination of earnestness and humor. He 
said that in behalf of the men, as well as 
personally, he desired to say that gratitude 


moved them to confer upon Mr, Best this 


dinner set, the finest and costliest that 
could be found in the city. Mr. Welch said 
that two months ago Mr. Best came to At- 


lanta to instruct the men how to use air 


brakes. He was received coldly. Though 
sent by the management, his visit seemed 
somewhat unwarranted. The men consid- 
ered that they knew all there was to know 
about such brakes, and to them Mr, Best’s 
mission seemed more like an intrusion than 
anything else.

Many Recommendations Are Made Con- 
cerning County Affairs and Officials. 


‘TO SELL THE OLD JAIL 


Building Courthouse Annex. 


TO ABOLISH FEE SYSTEM IN THE COUNTY 


Court Officials Are Complimented for 
Efficient Services—Jury Is Dis- 
missed for the Term.

The grand jury for the fall term of the 
superior court of Fulton county returned 
their presentments to the court yesterday 
morning. Judge Lumpkin received the pre- 
sentments and dismissed the jury with the 
thanks of the court for the faithful service 
the members of the jury have performed. 

The presentments of the jury make a 
number of recommendations. It is recom- 
mended that the fee system for. the pay- 
ment of county officials be abolished, and 
that the old jail building on Fraser street 
be sold at once and the amount obtained 
be added to the fund now in s‘of 
the county commissioners to build the 
courthouse annex, which the jury says is 
badly needed. 

The presentments state that the convicts 
of the county are in good condition and ‘‘as 
contented as we might expect.” At the 
state convict camps everything is in good 
condition. The jury recommended that the 
Marietta, Turner’s Ferry, McDonough, 
Chattahoochee, Howell’s Mills and Pace’s 
Ferry roads be paved on one side, Several 
bridges in different parts of the county 
were found to be in bad condition and the 
jury recommended that in future all street 
railways be allowed to occupy only one side 
if the public highways. Some objections 
were found with the management of the 
new jail. It was recommended that a list 
of the assessed valuations of property as 
placed on the taxbooks of the city be fur- 
nished the tax collector of the county and 
that he correct any discrepancies that may 
arise. 


The Report in Detail. 

The presentments follow: 

To the Hon. J. H. Lumpkin, Judge Su- 
perior Court, Fulton County, Georgia—We, 
the grand jury, chosen and sworn for the 
fall term of the superior court of Fulton 
courty for 1898, respectfully submit the 
following report and recommendations: 


COUNTY CONVICTS. 

On December 7, 1898, there were 325 con- 
victs—300 colored, 25 white; 325 tofal. 

“We visited the several camps and found 
the convicts in good physical condition, ap- 
parertly healthy and as contented as we 
might expect. In this connection we rei- 
ommend that in future the county commis- 
sioners discontinue the practice of hiring 
convicts of other counties. As suggest- 
ed by Dr. McDaniel, the county physictfan, 
we recommend the urgent need of an op- 
erating room, and suggest that one be fitted 
up at the county bafracks, in order that 
operatfons may be pérformed in private, as 
the operations at presént are conducted in 
the presence of the other inmates. 


STATE CONVICTS. 

On November 15, 1898, there were in the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company camp 141 
convicts—25 white, 116 colored: 141 total. 

As far as we could ascertain, every- 
thing was in good condition, the convicts 
properly fed and apparently cheerful. We 
found only one case in the hospital, and the 
number of deaths during the past six 
months had been four. We appointed Rev. 
E. L. Vaughan chaplain to the above named 
camp. 

ALMHOUSE. 

On December 7th we inspected the Ful- 
ton county almshouse, Dr. R. L. Hope, 
superintendent and physician in charge. 
Upon that, day we found therein: 
White males, 20; white females, 10; color- 
ed males, 7; colored females, 9; women con- 
victs, white, 1; colored, 20. Total, 67. 

We found the houses and grounds well 
kept, and the inmates in good condition. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

We found such roads as have been paved ' 
in good condition, and we recommend the 
following roads be paved on one side to the 
county line as early as possible: Marietta, 
Turner’s Ferry, McDonough, Ohattahoo- 
chee, Howell’s Mill and Pace’s Ferry, 

We found on examination that there 
have been new roads opened up, and we 
earnestly recommend that no more new 
roads be made until all the main truck lines 
are put in good condition. We found the 
bridge over Peachtree creek on the Howell 
Mill road in bad condition. We consider 
the approaches unsafe, and recommend that 
it be repaired at once. W6' also found the 
Johnson bridge, over Nancy’s creek, unsafe, 
and we recommend a new bridge at this 
point. Our attention thaving been called to 
the fact that the Chattahoochee and Collins 
Park Railroad Company had recently moved 
their tracks to the center of the road at 
Clear creek, the county commissioners are 
requested to have this obstruction removed, 
and in future require all street railroads 
to occupy the side of public highways. 


DISTRICT ROAD COMMISSIONERS. 

We recommend that the commissioners in 
the several districts in future begin their 
work earlier in the year, and apportion the 
road hands as the law directs, also that 
they look after the roads and bridges in 
their several districts more dilligently, 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Old Jail—On January 9th we visited the old 
jail, and found it in a very dilapidated con- 
dition, doors and windows open, and the 
moisture penetrating throughout the entire 
structure. Realizing that this property is 
of no revenue to the county, nor could be 
made to earn any, and we therefore recom- 
mend that the county sell at auction at once 
this property, and apply the sum realized 
to the fund now set aside for the purpose 
of building the courthouse annex, and that 
the total thus raised be applied in building 
this annex, which is so badly needed. 

New Jail—On December 27th we inspected 
the new jail, and found it to be a splendid 
structure, and one of which the county may 
well feel proud. We found the elevator 
had not been running for some time, owing 
to an accident, and recommend that it be 
repaired at once. We recommend that the 
jailer be requested to give the matter of 
heating and ventilating better care, and the 
leaking from one floor to another, when 
scrubbing is done, be corrected. We also 
recommend the selling of goods to prisoners 
be prohibited, as we think there is danger of 
the prisoners articles with which 
they might effect their escape, injure them- 
selves or others. We also found too much 


serious offenses, and recommend that in 

future all such prisoners should be confined 

more closely in their cells, and that they 

be not allowed the use of razors. or other 
weapons. .

JUSTICES OF THB PEACE. 

We found, on careful inspection, the 
books of thea officials are correct, so far 
as we could judge, and, in the main, neatly 
kept, with the exception of W. C. Fisher 
and H. H, Norton, whose records were not 
presented, although they were notified to 
produce them for inspection. 

PENSIONS. 

We examined the applications for pen- 
sions now on file, and found all properly 
attested, as required by law. We also ex- 
amined the present pension list, and failed 
to find any name thereon not entitled to 
receive a pension. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

County Officers—We earnestly recom- 
mend that steps be taken at once to put the 
county officials upon salaries and abolish 
the present fee system, and suggest that 
the question be submitted to the voters of 
the county at the next general primary. 

Jury Fees—We recommend that no change 
be made in the pay of jurors and bailifis. 

Tax Returns—Our attention having been 
called by the county commissioners to the 
fact that there had been a great discre- 
pancy between the assessed valuation of 
property by the city and some of the re- 
turns to the state and county by 
the property holders of the_ returns 
to . the state and county by the 
property tholders themselves, we called be- 
fore us the tax receiver, who says that the 
attention of these property holders being 
called to this discrepancy 95 per cent of them 
were corrected. We, therefore, recommend 
that in future a copy of the:city tax digest 
be furnished the county tax. receiver, and 
when such discrepancies appear in the re- 
turns to the.county, he be required to call 
the attention of the property holders to this 
fact, and if such discrepancy is not correct- 
ed, he be required to furnish a list of the 
names to the grand jury then in session or 
the one following. 
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Expert Examiners—We herewith submit 
the report of the expert accountants, 
Messrs, R. S. Rust and James M. Cooper, 
who were appointed by the grand jury 
for the spring term, 1898. 

In leu of the former practice of employ- 
ing two expert accountants, costing the 
county $500 each, we recommend that in 
future only one expert be employed to ex- 
amine the county records, and he be em- 
powered to employ a clerk as an assistant 
at not exceeding $50 per month for actual 
work.
